THE STRIKERS’ LEADERS RE- 
FRAIN FROM THE STEP. 


SIGNS OF REBELLION IN UNION CAMP—- 


SECOND-AVENUE MEN OBJECT TO BEING 
ORDERED OUT. 


After a very long session the meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the Empire Protec- 
tive Association and the Third-avenue railroad 
Strikers at Eighty-seventh-street and Fourth- 
avenue adjourned at about 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, without having taken any action toward 
ending the strike or forcing the com- 
pany to terms. The subject of another 
Feneral tie-up was discussed for hotrs, 
put the Executive Committee of the Empire 
Protective Association decided at the hour of 
adjournment not to take that step to-day. 
The position of the Second-avenue employes, 
who objected to being ordered out again, had 
some effect in preventing the order from being 
issued. 

It was after 9 o'clock when the Executive 
Committee began their 
Delegations from 
Izations dropped the 


tervals, and promised not only moral 
but financial support to the strikers 
for as long a timeand to as great amount as was 
wanted. The financial support of 18,000 Knights 
of Labor in thiscity and Brooklyn, each of 
whom will contribute 10 cents a week to the 
support of the strikers, was promised. It was 
nilso asserted that if this amount was not suffi- 
tient a levy would be made on the members of 
the organization in other parts of the country. 
These promises cheered the drivers and con- 
fuctors consideraply. 

Just before 10 o’clock delegates from the 
fixth-Avenue, Dry Dock, Second-Avenue, 
and other surface railroad companies, 
and also from the elevated road 
prganization of  trainmen, visited the 
bali and were cordially welcomed. Com- 
mitteemen O’Donnell, Best, Hughes, and 
Downing were in the hall at the 
time and half an hour later they 
were joined by Committeeman Grabam, 
the Master Workman of the “Yorkville 
association. Then an informal conference 
was held, at which the subject of 
the much-talxed-of general tie-up on 
all the city roads, which had been broached and 
threatened in the public meeting, was consid- 
ered in an informal way. 

Finding the men vigorous in their demands 
that a general tie-up should again be ordered, 
the board left the hall and went to a private 


ball on Eiehty-sixth-street, near Third-avenue. 
to conduct their deliberations. The strikers, 
after the departure of its committee, asserted 
neain What it had previously usserted, that 
in case the committee should order a tie- 
up they would be able to stop every ferry, 
the trains over the Brooklyn Bridge, and mate- 
rially cripple, if not entirely stop, taaffic on the 
elevated roads. Although the elevated road 
employes have repeatedly and persistently 
denied that they were organized or amenable 
tothe orders of the Knights of Labor, the pres- 
ence of a delegation at the meeting last evening 
and their proffer of aid show that the 
statement is untrue, and that an organization of 
which Col. Hain, the General Manager of the 
plevated system, has no knowledge does ex- 
ist, and furthermore, is ready to help the Third- 
aVenue strikers. 

Delegations from ail the horse car lines in 
Brooklyn, Jersey City,and Hoboken were ad- 
mitted to the conference late last night in an 
ffort to bring those cities into the strike. 
he Executive Committee at 8 o’clock, had 
failed to bring the Second-A venue men to terms, 
and the adjournment left the situation much as 
it was 24 hours before.

THE COMPANY STANDS FIRM. 

After all the talk, all the conferences, 
andall attempts at conciliation on the part of 
the Railroad Commissioners, arbitration was re- 
jected. The Executive Committee for the 
strikers yielded point &fter point in dispute as 
their situation grew more and more hopeless, 
and when the conference for 8:30 yesterday 
morning was arranged the only claim they 
stoutly insisted on was that the Third-Avenue 
Railroad Company should recognize the em- 
ployes’ association, and that the strikers, if they 
went back at all, should go collectively and not 
individually, the same asany other men who 
might apply for situations. 

The Empire Association men and their coun- 
sel, Mr. Ecclesine, were on hand in good time for 
the early morning conference. Lawyer Lauter- 


ch was a little late, but he had been at the 

hird-avenue car stables until nearly daylicht 
with some of the Third-Avenue Road Directors

Mr. Lauterbach was not prepared to give any 
definite information on this point when he -re- 
a at the conference yesterday morning. 

either he nor any of the Directors with whom 
he bad talked, he said, were willing to take any 
decisive action without an official meeting of the 
board and a full vote. After some parley the 
Railroad Commissioners, who had their grip- 
sacks in the hallway ready to take the train for 
Albany at 9:30, agreed to wait until afternoon 
and give the company an opportunity to formu- 
late its ultimatum. The men who represented 
the strikers did not disguise their anxiety for a 
— settiement by arbitration. They yieided 
the demands about the discharge and re- 
installment of employes, and insisted on practi- 
cally nothing but a formal recognition of their 
association and the principles that held it to- 
gether. It was impossible to get any man on 
the committee to acknowledge that he had 
yielded a jot. It was the company that was 
Weakening, they insisted, and they said it so 
earnestly andso often that it appeared as though 
they really believed it.

ending the action of the Directors th - 
mitteemen went to the hall where es ete 
were awaiting orders, at Eighty-seventh-street 
and Park-avenue, and reassured them. An erro- 
neous statement had been printed that the 
Third-avenue cars would be run by association 
drivers yesterday under a temporary arrange- 
ment. and the committee was afraid that it 
would result in sending the strikers scudding 
back to the stablesto look for work before the 
situations were all gone. The strikers were as- 
sured that no such arrangement had been 
made, and that the company was vastly 
overstating the number of men it had in its 
employ. The investigation of the association 
men, it was deciared, convinced them that the 
once eg had not employed in all 50 men that it 
would keep in place for an hour when the 
etrikers were ready to resume work. The 
Italians hired to iook after the horses knew 
nothing about horses, and the company was dis- 
— with them. This information reassured 
be strikers, though many of them were disap- 
rseoe and a little impatjent at not being able 
return to work yesterday. Hanzing around 
a Hariem beer saloon cracking jokes and dan- 
ving jis was all very good fun, but it did not pay 
rent nor fill the coal bin. 

Meanwhile the Third-Avenue Road Directors 
were vailed together and sat down in tie Boreel 
Building for a very earnest discussion of the 
situation. So encouraged were they by the 
news sent Gown from the stables that they were 
not even willing to grant the concessions it had 
heen expected they readily would make. Presi- 
dent Lyon reiterated the statements quoted as 
co g from himin the morning hewspapers 
that the road would be fully equipped and cars 
ruoni on ali its branches by the close of the 
week. The following wasdrawn up and adopt- 
ed as embodying the sentiments of the Directors 
ant ae submitted as their ultimatum to the 
B ers:

quested to advise what action in the nature of “crim- 
inal proceedings or civil suits for damages should be 
taken against those who are responsibie for the loss 
—— has been caused to the company and its prop- 
erty. 

These resolutions were unanimously adopted 
by Direetors Lyon, Hart, Lauterbach, Parsons, 
Tuailer, Prichard, William Remsen, K. G. Rem- 
sen, and Hall, Directors Lane, Samler, and Wil- 
lets were not at the meeting. Lawyer Lauter- 
bach was instructed to go to the Murray Hill 
Hotel and read the resolutions to the Railroad 
Commissioners. He found them in the cor- 
ridor about ready to rush for the Albany 
train, The Executive Committee and Mr. 
Ecclesine clustered around the group, while Mr. 
Lauterbach read the resolutions. Before he had 
finished the first paragraph, some of the com- 
mitteemen turned away ar’! sam. This was 
not what they expected. The’ Railroad Com- 
missioners saw from the tone of the resolutions 
that it was no use lingering longer in hope of 
arbitration. They were sorry, they said, but 
they were going right home. Lawver Lauter- 
bach gave them a copy of the resolutions, wished 
them ‘a safe journey, and turned on his beel 
without paying the slightest attention to the 
Executive Committee. 

**One moment before you go,” Mr. Ecclesine 
said to the Commissioners. ‘*One reason for 
coming down here was tosee whether the Third- 
Avenue Road was fulfilling its charter obliga- 
tions. I wish to call the attention of the Com- 
missioners officialiy to these propositions: 

**Has the Third-Avenue Railroad Company 
violated the provisions of its charter in failing 
to reduce its fare when its earnings were in ex- 
cess of 10 per cent. of its capital? 

** What taxes hasthe company paid, and what 
taxes has it jailed to pay, to the city within the 
past six years? 

“*What authority or law have they to set in 
operation a cable road within the city timits, 
and who furnished the capital to build the road ? 

**On what authority did they build the Lex- 
ington-avenue branch of the road?’ 

The Railroad Commissioners did not see just 
what these matters bad to do with the strike, 
but they told Mr. Eccilesine to put his proposi- 
tions in writing. He promised to submit them 
within a week. Then the Commiasicnere went 
back to Albany. They all said that they were 
sorry that the attempts at arbitration had failed. 
“ From the first,’’ said Commissioner Kernan, “I 
have tried to induce the employes to relinquish 
their claims about re-engagement as a body and 
the dismissal of obnoxious men, and leave these 
matters to arbitration. I feel very sorry that 
we go away leaving matters in the situation 
that we do.” 

The strikers’ representatives claimed that the 
Commissioners had disregarded their duty in 
paying too much attention to arbitration and 
overlooking the fact that the company was per- 
mitted to carry on business every day in defi- 
ance ot its charter obligations. “ Why didn't 
they do as they did in the cases of the Brook- 
lyn and Dry Dock Roads??? Committeeman 
O'Donnell wantedto know. * Then they gave the 
companies to distinctly understand that they 
must run all their cars and accommodate the 
public or run the risk of losing their charter. 
ae they donesoin thiscase? Teil me 
that. 

No one seemed able or willing to answer the 
question, and as the Commissioners were al- 
ready whirling away on the train it was impos- 
sible to submit the question to them. So Chair- 
man O'Donnell sat down and wrote the follow- 
ing, which he handed to the reporters: 

To All Our Friends and Emploves: 

The Empire Protective Association positively dis- 
countenances all resorts to violence. We feel sure 
that all our rights will be amply protected under the 
law, and we do not recognize as any triends of ours 
persons who resort to violence because of supposed 
sympathy with our cause. On behalf of the associa-

“The Empire Association may have something 
to settle with the police before this matter is 
finished,” Lawyer Ecclesine said. ‘* We recog- 
nize it to be the duty of the police to afford am- 
ple protection to the Third-Avenue Railroad 
Company, but we deprecate the action of some 
of the officers in exceeding this duty, and consti- 
tuting themselves servants of the road. This is 
said in view of the fact that many of the po- 
lice haye been seen driving horse cars, aiding 
green hands at the brakes, and also 
going out and procuring employes for the road. 
Detectives have been scouring the city in search 
of men for the road and bringing them to its 
station. This is not only an impropriety, but 
— violation of the rules governing the po- 
ice.” 


The committeemen nodded their heads in cor- 
roboration of this, and then went up town to 
talk to the strikers, leaving behind them mys- 
terious mutterings of something dreadful to 
happen. 

The Directors of the Third-Avenue Road are 
determined to prosecute the men who ordered 
the strike to the full extent of the law. At the 
meeting yesterday, as was stated, Lawyer Laut- 
erbach was instructed to see what action he could 
take, and to do anything that was necessary in 
the name of the Directors. Mr. Lauterbach 
told the Directors that the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Empire Protective Association could 
be punished under the code: for inciting a riot, 
and also for conspiracy to interfere with com- 
merce and to destroy property. It was possible, 
also, to have them locked up on an order of ar- 
rest in a civil suit, and the bail in such cases was 
always large. 

In fact, Mr. Lauterbach said, the law afforded 
a number of avenues for the companies to put 
the walking delegates in an awkward position 
to say the least, and possibly out of harm’s way 
foratime. Intheir testimony before the Com- 
missioners the Executive Committee furnished 
ample evidence that they ordered the strike, Mr. 
Lauterbach said, though Chairman® O'Donnell 
declined to commit himself when asked point 
blank whether he saw and signed the official 
proclamation of the strike with his name at- 
tached to it, as printed in the newspapers. 


CARS RUNNING DURING THE DAY. 

As on the previous days of the strike the 
Third-avenue car stables were gtiarded yester- 
day by a strong posse of police. Inspector 
Steers was in command, and among the 150 
patrolmen on duty were detachments from va- 
rious precincts under command of Capts. Wftl- 
iams, Gastlin, Gunner, and Eakins. There was no 
excitement in the vicinity of the stables—all the 
crowds having disappeared—and save for the 
presence of the police there was nothing to in- 
dicate that a strike was in progress. Superin- 
tendent Robertson had a great many applica- 
tions for employment, and during the morning, 
beginning at 7 o'clock, sent out 25 cars, which 
made the trips with an approach to regularity. 
Police:nen nned the platforms, but they 
were called upon to do little during the day, 
their presence preventing any outbreak. 

Early in the morning Frederick Magtnes, a 
non-union driver, while proceeding to the 
stables, was approached by Jobn Ailison, one of 
the strikers. agthes, fearing violence, drew a 
revolver, when both men were arrested and 
taken to the Fifty-ninth-street station house. 
There the revolver was found to be badly 
broken and useless, and Magthes was discharged 
with a warning. Late in the afternoon, after 
the termination of the conference, President 
Lyon dispatched orders to the stable to get out 
every carthat could be manned, and a little 
after 5 o’clock the actual number on the road 
was 40. They were kept on the road until 
evening, the last car entering the stable about 
8:30. hen it was reported at9 o’clock that all 
the cars which had been running dur- 
ing the day were safely housed, the 
police reserves were dismissed for the night. 
A strong force, however, was left on guard at 
the depots of the Third-avenue road for the 
night. Tbe police who were relieved were or- 
dered to report again at 6 o’clock this morning. 
This is the first time any of the officers have 
been allowed to visit their homes since the com- 
mencement of the strike. 

At 10:30 o’clock last night a large flint stone 
was thrown from an elevated train amonga 
group of officers, but no one was hit. Ina large 
upper room of the depot the men who take the 
place of the strikers were sleeping until the 
morning, and a stalwart policeman was sta- 
tioned at the foot of the stairs with strict 
orders to prevent any one from disturbing 
them. About 11 o'clock a woman in mourning 
and in tears went to Superintendent Robertson 
and said that sue was the wife of Michael Kelly, 
one of the six non-union drivers whose discharge 
was Gemanded of the company by the Empire 
Protective Association and who has during the 
strike slept and taken his meals in the depot. 
Mrs. Kelly is in a delicate condition, and 
she has a little child at home sick 
of the scariet fever. She was very 
much agitated, and wanted to see her husband 
and have him go home, but was told that none 
of the men up stairs would be allowed to leave 
the depot, nor would a message be taken up at 
that hour of the night. Mrs. Kelly went tothe 
Empire Protective Association, which was in ses- 
sion at Eighty-seventh-street and Fourth-avenue, 
and was told by Committeeman O’Donnell, after 
the circumstances bad been related, that she 
need have no fearof violence being offered to 
her husband, that the Knights intended to carry 
on the fight by peaceable means, and that Mr. 
Kelly might leave the depot with perfect safety. 
Tne Superintendent was, however, obdurate, and 
Mrs. Kelly had to go home without her husband. 

An anonymous letter reached Superintendent 
Robertson late at night which caused him much 
anxiety. Helives at No.307 East Sixty-fifth- 
street, and the letter threatened that in retal- 
ijation for his hostility to the strikers his house 
‘would be burned down. The police looked upon 
the threat as an idle one, but an officer was de- 
tailed to keep especial guard over the Superin- 
tendent's dwelling. 

During the day, while car No. 65 was on its. 
way up town, Hospital Steward Sharkey, of the 
Sixty-ninth Regiment, who was in uniform, 
stepped upon the platform of the car and began 
to upbraid Driver Natches, with whom he for- 
meriy ran a Fourth-uvenue car, for going back 
upon the Knights of Labor. Natches went along 
with his car, paying no attention to what 
Sharkey said, but finally, losing patience, broke 
out with: “I belong to three orranizations—the 
Freemasons, the Temperance Association, and 
the Grand Army of the Republic-—but trom now 
out { belong no more toa sat of hichwar rob- 
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bers.” Natches was permitted to drive his car 
in peace after this. 

At the Yorkviile Police Court yesterday 
Thomas O’Brien, a striking employe = the 
Third-Avenue Railway Company, was held for 
trial for getting on a car and assaulting the 
driver. Patrick Sheehan, for throwing stones at 
a car on Tuesday evening, was given the alter- 
native of furnishin $300 bonds or going to the 
Island for30 days. Frederick Begalspeck, of No. 
448 North Third-Avenue, was put under 
ponds to keep the peace for 30 days for threaten- 
ing to kill Samuel Zuckerman and Louis Abra- 
hams if they went to work for the Third-Ave- 
nue Company. Peter Powers, who struck 
Policeman Goodspeed with a stone during the 
riot on Monday, was held for trial in 1,000 
bail. Louis Holtze, a restaurant keeper at No. 
1,103 Third-avenue, became his bondsman. Sey- 
eral other strikers arrested were discharged with 
warnings because the proof against them was 
insufficient. 

Michael Keleher, a truck driver, of No. 838 
Spring-street, took especial delight yesterday 
afternoon in obstructing a Third-avenue car 
which was making its way up town with police- 
men on the front and rear platforms. At Chat- 
ham-street and the Bowery one of the officers, 
after repeated warnings, got off the car and led 
him out of the way, but he persisted in stop- 

ing the car. Justice Gorman told him he was 
som the material out of which rioters were 
made, and fined him $10. 


PM A Ae CELE 
KNIGHTS BLAME THEIR LEADERS. 

A prominent Knight of Labor, a mem- 
ber of District Assembly No. 75, of Brooklyn, 
told a Times reporter last evening that there 
was a serious revolt in the order in regard to the 
foolish manner in which the present strike has 
been conducted, and that loud demands were 


being made for the removal of O’Donnell. Best, 
and James Graham from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Empire Protective Association. 
Their action in tieing up all the roads in this 
city is condemned by all the sober heads of the 
organization, who think that the order has been 
set back several years in its work by the doings 
of these three men during the past week. 

At a meeting held yesterday comparisons were 
drawn, it was said, between the way in. which 
Jobn G. Caville and his associates conducted the 
first fight for 12 hours and $2 a day and the 
absurd manner in which O'Donnell and the 
present committee are fighting for the discharge 
of some half a dozen drivers and conductors who 
don’t care to join the union. 

The reporter's informant also said tnat the 
boasts of O’Donnell and Best that they would 
tie up Brooklyn, Philadelphia, and Boston, in 
addition to stopping the cars in this city, and 
then take the men off the ferryboats, elevated 
roads, and bridge cars were idle ones. They 
would doso at the risk of being expelled from 
the union. They had been warned already, the 
Knight said, that they had shown themselves to 
be incapable of conducting a big railroad strike, 
and any further evidence of incapacity would 
be brought to the attention of higher officials 
even than themselves. 

James Grabam, when told of this statement 
last evening, denied that any complaints had 
been made in regard to the conduct of the pres- 
ent strike or the actions of the Executive Com- 
mittee. He would not deny that a meeting had 
been held since Tuesday, at which some hot 
words were ‘spoken by some members, but they 
were a minority of those present and their views 
were not adopted. He added that the strikers 
had made their last attempt to arbitrate with the 
Third-Avenue Railroad. The strike would be 
continued, and if necessary every driver and 
conductor in this city and Brooklyn would be 
taken from his car, and the elevated roads and 
ferry boats would be stopped, so that the public 
could see whether the laboring man had any 
power or not.

COLORED MEN AS SUBSTITUTES. 
From the New-York Enterprise, April 21. 

While the strike is in progress, the black 
men should organize and present themselves in 
a body tothe employers and ask for the vacant 
places: there is no impropriety in such a move. 
The negro has been idle too long and now is his 
chance; let him act! He has nothing;to fear if 
he abides by the law, andif he acts in a lawful 
manner the strong arm of the law will be a safe- 
guard against all interference, There may be 
trouble at first if the black men are employed in 
the places of the -whites—there may be blood 
shed, but what of that? Our forefathers 
died in defense of their rights; they 
fought for the very justice that is with- 
held from the negro. to-day, and if 
he must, why should he not fight for his rights? 
Wesawan advertisement for 300 men to take 
the places of the strikers onthe Third-Avenue 
Railroad last Friday, and regret to say not one 
black man applied. Why is it? Are they not 
men? Was it because the officials did not say 
black men? The officials advertised for men, 
and under the circumstances they did not care 
whether they were green, blue, black, or white; 
they wanted men, and nota biack man showed 
up. Arethere no men among us, or are we cow- 
ards? It cannot be the latter, because this 
country owes its freedom to-day in a measure to 
the biood of the black man. It was the blood of a 
black man, Crispus Attucks, that first moistened 
the soil of America in her struggle for inde- 
pendence. It was the bloodof the negro that 
ended the late civil strife in favor of the North 
and, if necessary, = cannot the negro shed 
blood for his race? © are men, and every inch 
natural born American citizens. Can the 
strikers upon the whole say as much? Have 
we not then as much right to answer acall for 
men as our naturalized brethren? We repeat, 
let the black men combine and apply for the 
places made vacant by the strikers; the employ- 
ers can do naught but refuse to employ; then 
the fault will lie with them; but if we fail to ap- 
ply, and then grow! about not having an oppor- 
tunity to compete with the whites, the fault 
will be with us,and we would be forever un- 
worthy of the name of American citizen, 





A FREIGHT TRAIN WRECKED. 
> 
Forr WortH, Texas, April 21.—Shortly 
after midnight to-night a porth-bound Missouri 
Pacific freight train was wrecked near the 
junction of the Missouri Pacific and Gulf 


Colorado and Santa Fé tracks below this 
city. Two rails bad been torn up, and 
the engine and four cars left the track, going 
over an embankment 18 feet high and being 
pen enn | demolished. Robert Barrett, the 
engineer, had noticed something wrong on tho 
track, but could not stop the train in time to save 
it. He reversed his engine, and then the crash 
came, breaking his arm and bruising him 
badly. The fireman, John Burts, in the 
fall was caught between the cab of the 
engine and the tender, his legs being fastenéd as 
in a grip, and it was some time before he could 
be released, when it was found that he 
had lost all control over his lower limbs, 
andamputation near the trunk will be neces- 
sary. His chances for life are slim. Sam Con- 
dor, the head brakeman, was also badly bruised 
and severely shaken internally. The men live at 
Denison, where they were taken. 

It is known positively that four men left 
Alvarado before the disaster, and they 
have not been seen since. The _ §State 
bas offered a reward of $200 for any 
Man engaged in the dastardly work, and to- 
night the railroad nomny supplemented this 
by offering $500 for each man caught who had 
a hand in it.

FIGHTING IRISH REFORMS 


THE TORIES ORGANIZING TO DE-: 


FEAT MR. GLADSTONE. 

LORD SALISBURY CALLS THE HOME RULE 
BILL A ‘‘ DESPERATE SCHEME”\—MR, 
CHAMBERLAIN DEFINES HIS POSITION. 

Lonpon, April 21—A conference of the 

Conservative Association of Great Britain will 

be held on May 15 to consider the-home rule 

question and to reorganize the party. Lord 


Salisbury will address a meeting at St. James’s 
Hall in the evening. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, in a letter pub- 
lished this afternoon, states that he is convinced 
the nation will indignantly reject Mr. Glad- 
stone’s ** desperate scheme” for the government 
of lreland. 

Mr. Chamberlain, speaking at a meeting at 
Birmingham this evening, saia that Mr. Parnell 
would not regard as permanent any settlement 
of the Irish questions which would not enable 
him to sever the last link between Ireland and 
England. No free people worthy of the name 
would submit to such restrictions on their re- 
pressive authority as Mr. Gladstone proposed. 
As regards M¥. Gladstone’s alteration of the 
Land Purchase bill, the amount proposed by 
him was only a paper estimate. It could not be 
doubted that at least £150,000,000 would be re- 
quired. He (Chamberlain) would sooner quit 
politics altogether than pledge British credit tor 
such asum and such a purpose. Irishmen ought 
to be allowed to attend Westminster and vote 
on all matters not apecially remitted to the Par- 
liamentat Dublin. He (Chamberlain) would en- 
ter no cave and would join nocoalition. He 
would support Mr. Gladstone all that he con- 
sistently could if the latter accepted the modifi- 
cations which he suggested. He would be glad 
to concede Ulster a separate Assembly. The 
modifications he suggested must not be left toa 
committee, but the Government ought to give a 
guarantee that they would be accepted. The 
meeting unanimously indorsed Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s proposals. 

he Duke of Argyll, in a speech at Glasgow 
to-day, admitted the sincerity of Mr. Gladstone. 
He believed that the Premier was misied by tlie 
Parnellites when he seceded from the position 
assumed by him _ before the elections. He 
em te opposed Mr. Gladstone’s proposals as 
embodied in the Home Rule and Land Purchase 
bills. It would be impossible, he said, to intrust 
the government of Ireland to men whose object 
was separation. 

Ear! Spencer, speaking at the Newcastle meet- 
ing to-day, said there were two ways to deal 
with the Irish problem—coercion and concession. 
The former isa dangerous means by which to 
restore order. But what then? He combated 
the accusation that Mr. Gladstone was hand- 
ing the government of Ireland over to crime- 
mongers. Judging from evidence obtained 
during his term of office as Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, he had not found that the supporters 
of the Parnell policy encouraged crime and con- 
sviracy. The colleagues of Mr. Parnell, he said, 
have a real affection for their country, and their 
ability is undoubted. Taxpayers will incur no 
risk from the land scheme proposed by Mr. Glad- 
stone. The great body of the Irish people 
do not want separation, knowing it to be 
impossible owing to the geographical position 
of Ireland and the ties of blood and social and 
business relations existing between the people 
of Ireland and England. Mr. Gladstone’s pro- 
posals, he said, would strengthen the union be- 
tween the two countries. Lord Spencer said 
that the Irish landlords’ rights had often been 
curtailed and that it would not be fair in set- 
tling the whole question to withbold protection 
from them. It would be equally unfair to leave 
the settlement of the land question to the Dut- 
lin Parliament. There wasa perfect agreement 
among the members of the Cabinet on the land 
question. - 

Mr. John Morley said he was prepared to 
accept reasonable modifications of the Irish 
bills. The retention of the Irish represen- 
tatives in tbe House of Commons would 
weaken the Parliament in Dublin 
demoralize the Parliament at Westminster.

was impossible for the Government to revive 
the Coercion act. If it did revive that act it 
would only play into the hands of the Irish 
desperadoes in America. The proposition 
on which the Government policy depended 
was this: ‘““We are willing and bound 
to run some risks to give lrishmen the degree of 
power necessary to teach them a responsibility 
which fits men for freedom and fora place in a 
free and constitutional system of government.”

THE CALAMITY aT STRY. 

Vienna, April 21.—The condition of 
affairs at Stry among the peopie who lost their 
homes by the great fire is most pitiable. Most 
of the victims are without food or means, and 
are rendered desperate by the thought of starva- 
tion. The farmers in the vicinity have been 


visited by mobs of men who have first de- 
manded food, and then, if refused, stolen it. 
Owners of farms are now compelled to barricade 
their houses as the only way to guard them from 
being plundered of food by the mob, which, on 
account of hunger, is becoming uncontrollable, 
Numerous struggles forfood resulting in blood- 
shed have taken place. 

All the pubnc archives and registers of Stry 
were lost in the fire. It will be necessary to ask 
grants of money from the Lemberg Diet and 
the Reichsrath to relieve the distress of the 
thousands of destitute people. The search for 
bodies of persons who lost their lives during the 
conflagration has been proceeding as rapidly as 
the circumstances would allow, Thus far 68 
bodies, charred so as to make recognition diffi- 
cult, have been taken from the ruins. There 
have been 20 deaths in the fields since Sunday ot 
invalids, young and old, who were taken out of 
the town to escape the flames. 

The best efforts of the journals of this city 
have succeeded in_ collecting only $200 
for the Stry sufferers. The Government 
will solicit help from abroad. The total 
loss of property amounts to $2,500,000. Three 

ublic buildings remain standing, including the 
Protestant church and the Burgomaster’s house. 
The soldiers have suppressed the looting carried 
On by the peasants.

LIVERPOOL, April 21.—The examination 
by the Board of Trade into the sinking of the 
steamship Oregon was continued to-day.

AN ULTIMATUM SENT TO GREECE. 

Lonpon, April 21—A conflict on the 
Greek frontier is hourly expected. The Greeks 
have assumed a very provoking attitude, which 
has had the effect of making the Turks furious. 

Turkey has intrusted her cause, growing out 


of the belicose attitude of Greece, to Lord Rose- 
bery, British Minister of Foreign Affairs. Lord 
Rosebery is entirely in accord with Prince Bis- 
marck respecting the difficulties in the East. Sir 
Horace Rumbold, the British Minister at Athens, 
ina dispatch tothe Foreign Office, admits that 
advice and warning have been hopelessly wasted 
on Greece. 

The representatives of the powers, including 
M. Genadios, the Greek Chargé d’Affaires, bad a 
conference this afternoon with Lord Rosebery. 
Asa result an ultimatum was dispatched to 
Greece to-night intimating that the powers were 
in perfect accord in fixinga limit to the time 
within which Greece must disarm, and that 
otherwise serious steps would be taken to en- 
force their demands. 


ATHENS, April 21.—Premier Delyannis 
has informed the foreign Consuls here that it is 
not true that the Greek Consul in Crete has been 
trying to foment a rebellion, but that the Con- 
sul’s orders were totry to calm the prevalent 
excitement of the inhabitants. It is believed in 
Government circles here that Turkey, rather 
than go to war, is willing to cede territory to 
Greece in accordance with the Berlin treaty.

ANOTHER OF THE TARRYTOWN BURGLARS 
CAPTURED IN BOSTON. 

Boston, April 21.—Oscar W. Beebe, an- 
other of the Tarrytown (N. Y.) gang of burglars, 
was arrested here this afternoon by Pinkerton’s 
detectives, and left to-night with the officers for 
New-York. He and William Kelley, of the 
gang, were first traced by the detectives 
on the case to New-Brunswick, and a short 
time ago word was received from their 
men in Halifax that a man answering the de- 
scription of Bee had left on the steamer 
British Crown for this vort asastowaway. The 
British Crown was boarded soon after her ar- 
rival, but the man had disappeared, the ship’s 
officers stating that he had been kicked ashore 
when they reached port. It bein re- 
called that in February last, when Beebe 
was iJast here, he __—itried to enlist 
at the army recruiting station, the detectives 
concluded that he would be likely to turn up 
there again. Accordingly they made for that 
office and luckily found him. He had given his 
name.as Oscar W. Baker. At first he stoutly de- 
nied that he was Beebe, even after he 
was tola that Beebe’s initials would 
be found pricked in india ink in his 
arm, which appeared when his sleeve was 
rolled up. After a while, however, he admitted 
that Beebe was his name, but he denied that he 
had a hand in the Terrytown affair, for which be 
was told he was arrested. He was taken to 
Police Headquarters, where was shown the pict- 
ures of the gang. He said he knew them well 
ana could teli all about the job, though still as- 
serting that he was notin it. He said ne didn’t 
care to bother about a requisition and would co 
with the officers to New-York as soon as they 
were ready to start. 

Kelley, the detectives believe, is in Aalifax, 
and they are confident that he will be secured. 
He 1s the only one of the gang, of which E. P, 
Timmins was the leader, now at large. Robert 
Woods has been sentenced to 10 years, John 
Hammoné to four, and William Tracy is now 
awaiting trial. 





SENATOR EDMUNDS’S FOSITION, 


WHAT EX-GOV. J: GREGORY SMITH, OF 
VERMONT, SAYS. 

Curcaao, April 21.—Ex-Gov. J. Gregory 
Smith, of Vermont, who has been in the city two 
or three days, was asked yesterday what the 
prevailing sentiment was in the Green Mountain 
State regarding Senator Edmunds’s candidacy for 
re-election and the basis of the opposition to 
him. ‘Ever since the nomination of Mr. 


Blaine,” said the ex-Governor, “ there has been 
a bitter feeling among the Republicans of Ver- 
mont against Mr. Edmunds because of his uu- 
willingness to take part in that campaign. Since 
the election the feeling has grown stronger rather 
than weaker. No satisfactory explanation of 
his course has ever been given. The reports 
that he informed the National Committee that 
he would speak for Mr. Blaine, but did not 
think it wise to oO so because 
of a. letter he had written, and that 
the committee agreed with him have never been 
verified and are not generally believed among 
Vermont Republicans. It is well known that 
the Union League and the State Central Com- 
mittee repeatedly asked Mr. Eamunds to speak 
even once or write a letter announcing his in- 
tention to vote ror Mr. Blaine and that be de- 
clined to do so.” 

“Is Mr. Edmunds’s course in the Senate this 
Winter considered an effort to regain his stand- 
ing among Vermont Republicans ?”’ 

“ That is the fren idea, but I do not think 
he has succeeded. As to his chances for re-elec- 
tion Il will simply say that it is impossible to 
foresee the result of the election. Were it to be 
held to-day I think it doubtful if he would be 
chosen.” 





A NEW STEAMER FOR THE HUDSON. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—The steamship 
Newburg was successfully launched at the ship- 
yard of Neafie & Levy this afternoon. The ves- 
sel is for the Ramsdell Transportation Company, 
to run between New-York and Newburg. It is 


210 feet in length, 22 feet beam, 1244 feet depth 
of hold, and will carry 500 passengers and 602 
tons of freight. The engines are compound 
surface condensing propellers, of 1,000 borse 
power, the high pressure cylinder being 26 inches 
diameter, and the low pressure 45inches. The 
boilers are placed entirely below ceck, are 9 
feet 6inchesin diameter, 20 feet long, and will 
carry 100 pounds pressure. The vessel is made 
especially to withstand river ice, and is estimated 
to make 17 miles an hour.. Thereare five water- 
tight compartments, any one of which can be 
closed in cuse of accident to any part of the ves- 
sel, and thus save the adjoining ones from filling 
with water. The saloon deck will have state- 
rooms the entire length, over which will be the 
pilot house and officers’ staterooms.

wedges under the keel blocks,and when the vessel 
had been raised sufficiently the kelson blocks 
were sawed off, and the ship slid gracefully into 
the water. Many New-York people were pres- 
ent, among whom were Thomas P. Ramsdell 
and Henry P. Ramsdell, of the company for 
which the vessel was built; Mr. Luther Ward, of 
the firm of Ward, Stanton & Co., shipbuilders; 
Mr. E. A. Brewster, Jr.,of the Newburg Bar,coun- 
sel for the line. The vessel cost $150,000, but 
with all the improvements which the company 
intend to put on her this amount will be con- 
siderably augmented. 


ADVANCE IN NORTHWESTERN RATES. 

CHICAGO, April 21.—The General Freight 
Agents of the Northwestern lines met here to- 
day and agreed that instead of the 8 and 
10 cent rates in vogue on all classes 


for some time past, the tariff should be as 
follows, beginning to-morrow: First class, 
50 cents per 100 pounds; second class, 35 cents; 
third class, 20 cents; fourth class, 15 cents; spe- 
cial, 1244 cents; class A, 174¢ cents: class B, 15 
cents; class CGC, ki cents; class D, 10 
cents; agricultural implements, 10 cents. These 
rates are west bound. The east bound rates 
were left untouched. The action, it is under- 
stood, was taken more with a view to maintain- 
ing Omaha rates than with the expectation that 
at present anything more than a nominal ad- 
vance could be made in the Northwestern tariff. 
None of the questions that brought about the 
recent break-up were discussed. 

The Union Pacific and the Burlington and 
Missouri River Roads to-day gavs notice of 
another advance in transcontinentul passenger 
rates, to take effect to-morrow. Theadvance is 
equivalent to an addition of $5 to net rates, 
both first and second class. 








MR. CROCKER MUCH BETTER. 

Tne physicians at the Manhattan Hos- 
pital, at One Hundred and Thirty-first-street

TO ANNUL THE FRANCHISE 


NOTHING WANTING BUT THE GOV- 
ERNOR’S SIGNATURE, 

THE BROADWAY RAILROAD BILLS PASSED 
BY THE ASSEMSLY AFTER A VIGOROUS 
DEBATE—THE CENSUS QUESTION AGAIN. 

ALBANY, April 21.—The franchise of thé 
‘Broadway Railroad of New-York is practical! 
annulled at this moment. The Assembly p 
at to-day’s session the bills accomplishing this. 
No argument will be needed by Gov. Hill te 
cause him to sign them for in a written “ proc- 
lamation” he has already declared his willing- 
ness to take the final action that will make them 
a part of the statutes of the State. A fortnight 
ago Speaker Husted predicted that the bill an- 
nulling the franchise would be passed by 9 
votes. It received the votes of exactly 100 As- 
semblymen. 

Those who are fully conversant-with. Albany 
matters and methods have felt no uneasiness 
about the fate of the three bills from the mo- 
ment they reached the Assembly, about 10 
days ago. It was inevitable that this Repub- 
lican Legislature should pass the measures 80 
earnestly demanded by the people of New- 
York. The only expressions of doubt that 
have been heard were uttered by Democrats 
and Democratic newspapers, and these were 
given publicity for political purposes purely 
and not because their authors sincerely be- 
lieved what they were saying. There ig 
no politics in relief measures like these. 
There ousht to be none, for Democrats 
and Republicans alike have expected thei 
representatives in the Legislature to do their 
duty toward New-York, and it is a very save as- 
sertion to say that there would have been none 
had not Gov. Hill’s ingenious brain first con- 
ceived the idea of playing politics through the 
Democratic minority of the Senate and Assem- 
biy. It is true that only one Democrat spoke 
against the bills during the two days they have 
been under discussion, and that their other op- 

onents happen to have been Kepublicans. The 

emocratic minority is not remarkably well 
equipped with debaters and speechmakers, an¢ 
this may partially account for its silence upon 
this occasion. 

lt was politics of a very small order that was 
injected into their consideration ot these mezs- 
ures. When one descends into this order of pol- 
itics to ascertain the exact measure of credit 
due the Democrats and the Republicans he dis- 
covers facts that warrant the Democrats in 
maintaining a profound silence as to the great 
part played by them in this whole business, 
Nine Republicans—Messrs. Westtall of Washing- 
ton, Hotchkiss of Brooklyn, Platt of Dutchess, 
Knapp of Delaware, Allen of Tioga, Howe 
of swego, Gallagher of Buffalo, and 
McCarthy and Stacey of Onondaga— 
and one Democrat — Henry Haggerty 
ot Brooklyn, spoke against the bills. T'welve 
Republicans and only tive Democrats spoke in 
their favor. ‘these were: Baker of Steuben, 
Hamilton of New-York, Arnold of Oswego, 
Kruse and Ingersoll of Cattaraugus, Ainsworth 
of Oswego, Batcheller of Saratoga, Erwin of St. 
Lawrence, Babcock of Chautauqua, Smith of 
Yates, Palmer of Clinton, and Tappan ot Onon- 
daga, ali Republicans, and Cantor of New-York, 
Sheehan of Buffalo, Lawlor of Westchester, 
Greene of Orange, and Haggerty of New-York, 
Of those 100 who voted for the bills 59 were Re- 
.publicans and 41 Democrats, Four of the six- 
teen who voted against the bills were L\emo- 
crats. The investigation leading to the prepa- 
raticn and passage of the bills was moved Ly a 
Republican—Senator Comstock. The work of 
unearthing fraud was done by a_ committee 
a majo rity of whose members were Republicans 
It had two lawyers who were Republicans, and 
the attention of the committee was devoted to 
exposing the rascality of a Democratic Board o 
Aldermen in a Democratic city. The partisan 
idea can be spun out to ridiculous fineness, if 
one hasa taste for small and unimportant de- 
tails like theses Butit would be an encroach- 
ment upon the field of small politics which ought 
to be left undisturbed to those who play at this 
kind of a political game. The Governor pro- 
posed the game and the Republicans accepted 
the invitation, with a result that leaves them open 
to no criticism. Ex-Speaker Erwin made alittie 
speech upon this point which exceedingly an- 
gered the Democrats, from which it is inferred 
that it hit straight home. So much for the po- 
litical tinge which has been given to these meas- 
ures. 

As soon.as the House entered upon the consid- 
eration of the bills Chairman ‘Titus recognized 
Mr. Knapp, the banker, of Deposit, Delaware 
County. Mr. Knapp read a carefully prepared 
speech against the bills, which fairly represent- 
ed the views of the more conservative members 
ot banking houses. Ex-Judge A. G. Allen, of 
Tioga, also opposed the bills, holding that it was 
for the courts and not the Leg/siature to inter- 
fere. Major Haggerty, of New-York, supported 
them with fierce energy, and he was followed 
by Mr. Tappas, of Onondaga, who believed in 
meting out the justice deserved by the offenders 
of public morals. 

Mr. Kruse, “the sturdy Cattaraugus Dutch- 
man,” advocated their passage. and by frequent 
homely illustrations of the every-day applica- 
tion of the law to thieves and receivers of stolen 
goods attracted especial attention. The case of 
the purchaser of a stolen horse, his rights, and 
method of proceedure against the thief, fur- 
nished him with anexample by which he illus- 
trated the situation of those who got the Bruad- 
way franchise and those who are at present 
holding its bonds. Mr. Howe, Mr. Hotchkiss, 

Mr. McCarthy, and Mr. Platt, all fell upon him 
with inquiries, but his responses were so prompt, 
so clear, and so full of common sense that big 
case was strengthened rather than weakened 
by their interruptions. He asked this pertinent 
question himself: ‘“ When these Jake Sharp 
and Ferdinand Ward schemes are offered to 
the public, why does it go intothem?”’ “ Be- 
cause,” said he, “these schemes offer a larger 
profit than legitimate speculation. The fran- 
chise was got by fraud, by a band of conspir- 
ators who sat down deliberately and planned 
the scheme to secure the franchise by bribery 
for a mere song. Ifthere is no precedent for 
attempting to prevent such a _condition ot 
affairs, then it is high time that this Legislature 
make one. If thieves can steal a valuable thing, 
mortgage it, get their money, and whistle at the 
State, we bad better change our laws aud torm 
of Government.” : 

Gen. Batcheller, in speaking for the bills, said 
that with bimthe moraiand not the legal as- 
pect of the case predominated. The Legislature 
was a conservator of morals as well as a law 
making power, and it was its duty to pass laws 
that would preserve the public against such of- 
fenses as this of procuring a great. franchise, 
Mr. Lawior, of Westchester, made an earnest 
plea for the bills, to which the members listened 
attentively. He discussed the speech of Mr. 
Hotcenkiss of yesterday in behalf of the inno- 
cent stockholders and mildly ridiculed the idea 
that they would be great sufferers. “ Who are 
these widows and orphans? They are name- 
less,” he exclaimed. When he saw gentlemen 
pleading eloquently for Jake Sharp and the 
other innocent stockholders then he felt bound 
to rise in defense of the retributive justice con- 
tainea in these bills. 

Mr. Arnold, of Otsego, was another strong 
pleader for the bills. Mr. Howe, of Oswego, wag 
against them, and Judge Greene, of Orange, 
made aspeech forthem. The hour of 1:80, the 
limit of debate fixed by Mr. Erwin’s motion, wag 
at hand. Mr. Hardenbergh’s amendment had 
been put and lost. Mr. Erwin got the floor, and 
in the course of his remarks referred to the at- 
tempts that had been made by some of the 
Democrats to wring political capital out of the 
consideration of the bilis. He said: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN: Unless there is some other gentle- 
man who desires to debate this question, 1 will move 
that the committee now rise, and in doing that I desire 
to say a word inreference (0 what my position will be 
on these bills. [have doubted the propriety of some 
of these bills; but when I reviewed the action of the 
committee organized by the other branch of this Legis- 
lature and learned and considered what they have 
done and what their judgment is upon this question, [ 
feel that I am bound to accept thataction, An attempt 
has been made to weave an element of politics into the 
progression of this investigation and this discussion. 
sir, when these bills were broug?t to this body and the 
discussion was ovened, ina few minutesa gentleman 
from New-York arose in his seat and undertook to 
stifie further debate uponthem. [ thought that action 
wus improper and unwise, and I now denounce that 
attempted method and action as unwise and unjust 
and unparitamentary. These bills present one of the 
greatest questions of the times. ‘Ihe Senate consid- 
ered this question and deliberated upon it in an intelli- 
gent way. henthe bills came into this Chamber 
‘the gentieman rose and attempted to stifie the debate 
and force these bills through with scarcely any dis- 
cussion. I protested against it. I was in favor of the 
freest and the fuiiest discussion, such as we have now 
had upon toese buls, and my effort and energy have 
been dirtécted to that end. 

Mr. Chairman, I wish to call attention slightly to 
the element of poltiics that somebody has tried to in- 
ject into thissubject. 1 hope it willnot do any harm 
to the bills, but I think the effort has been improper 
and unjust. Here was a committee organized in the 
Senate, one of the best committees, and led by one of 
the grandest men we have. and who hus associated 
with him some of the ablest men in this State; thac 
committee started out to make*an  investiga- 
tion into great erimes and offenses which, 
as it was alleged, had been committed ia 
New-York City, and_ after laborin; awhile 
in that city they showed to the world that a great 
crime had been committed, and when the result of 
their excellent efforts was about to come into this body 
and to the other body. ana be proclaimed to the peovle 
‘of the Btate, certain men in this body and certain other 
ypen attempted to take the thunder away from this 
committee. I say that is wrong. This committee has 
dune a great work; a committee organized by the Ke- 
uiican majority of the Senate: a committee &@ Ma- 
Jorisy of wnom are Republicans: they have done 

work, and I say ali hail to those 

men .whe have, brought forward these bills, 
and have pres them to their ultimate 
conclusion. And I denounce as wrong and unjust to 
them tnd to the people of the state the effort to stifle 
what the committee has done.

The vote on the second bill was 97 to 13, and 
upon the third 97 to 9. The bills are in shape to 
be placed before the Governor to-morrow, bav- 
ing passed the House exactly as they came from 
the Senate. 

The Governor evidently does not intend to 
allow the Legislature to adjourn without in 
some way recording its views upon the census 
question, which he so thoroughly muddied a 
yearago. It isa question inthe minds of con- 
Btitutional lawyers whether the fact of the Gov- 
ernor having vetoed the Census bill of 1885 
does not throw over to the end of the 
present decade,—that is, until 1895—the 
census required by the Constitution to be taken 
at the end of every 10 years. The Constitution 
says “* that an enumeration of the inbabitants of 
the State shall be taken under the direction of the 
Legisiature in the year 1855 and at theend ofevery 
10 years thereafter.". However, in accordance 
with the Governor’s programme, Senator Daly 
moved to discharge the Senate committee from 
the further consideration of his bill providing 
for a census and that it be referred to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole for discussion and action. 
Mr. Sloan replied that the Finance Com- 
mittee had the bill under consideration and 
would act upon it in due season. Mr. 
Fassett held that the Legisiature last year 
had twice discharged its constitutional duty, but 
had been met on both occasions by the veto of 
the Governor, who had failea to do his duty. He 
thought, perhaps, the Legislature could, under 
the Constitution, order the census by joint reso- 
lution. Mr. Smith defended the HKepubliican 
legisiative position of iast year, and Mr. Reilly 
advocated the Governor's position. Mr. Daly's 
motion to consider the bill was lost—yeas 12, 
nays 16,a party vote, the Republicans in the 
negative. It is rumored that the Governor wili 
repeat his expensive folly of last year by calling 
an extra session if the Legislature fails to act in 
the matter. 

The Senate passed to-day tbe Finance Commit- 
tee’s bill giving the Controller power to enforce 
upon telegraph and electric light companies as- 
sessments by the Subway Commissioners for lay- 
ing wires under ground; Mr. Pierce’s bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of twolawyers who, 
with the Corporation Counsel, shall -revise the 
laws relating to Brooklyn, and Mr. McCann’s 
billexempting charitable institutions in Kings 
County, as well as in Brooklyn, from local taxa- 


tion. 
The Assembly bill providing for 500 oxtra no- 


taries in New-York and 20 »dditional for every 
Assembly district in the State led to some dis- 
cussion in the Senate. Mr. Fassett believed that 
the increase foreach district should be 50 instead 
of 20. Mr. Kellogg affirmed that the fault was 
not in the number but in the method of the ex- 
ecutive department. It was impossible for any 
Senator to get notaries appointed as he 
desired in his own county. He had 
been unable to reduce the number of notaries 
in Plattsburg, although other towns were not 
adequately provided with notaries.

AN UNEXPLAINED SUICIDE. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Coroner's phy- 
Sicians Formad and Stewart and a doctor from 
Germantown made a post-mortem examination 
of the body of Magnus Troiilius yesterday and 
came to the conclusion that the man bad com- 
mitted suicide. The drug by which his self-de- 
struction was accomplished is supposed to have 
been chloral. Troili1us must have taken the fatal 
draught on Saturday afternoon. At 11 o’clock 
his clerk left the office, and at that time he was 
preparing to go to New-York to meet the Lon- 

on representative of Alrutz & Co., which firm 

roillius represented in this country. When the 
cterk returned to the office in the / edger Build- 
ing on Monday morning he tound his employer 
lying on the floor of the inner office, with his 
head propped up on a roll of clothing. One side 
of his face was turning biack, and it is supposed 
that he must have been dead for fully 36 hours. 
His valises, packed as though for a journey, 
were in the same room. Mr. Troilifus was a 
young man and unmarried. He came to this 
country several years ago trom Sweden, where 
his father isa prominent railroad man. He was 
the chemist for the Midvale Steel Company, of 
Nicetown, until about eight months ago. when 
be returned to Sweden. During his visit 
home he secured the appointment of agent for 
Alrutz & Co., of Stockholm, anda few weeks 
ago he established his headquarters in the office 
where he died. His cousin, Mr. Petre, of Ger- 
mantown, has cabled to Troillius's father about 
the final disposition of the body, but no answer 
kas been received. If no word is received from 
Sweden the body will be buried in Germartown 
to-morrow. No motive for the suicide is known. 





SNEDEKER WAS APT TO BOAST. 

FrernHotp, N. J., April 21.—William 
Bnedeker, who was arrested on Sunday because 
he said while drunk that he bad taken part in 
the lynching of “* Mingo Jack,” was admitted to 
bail to-day in the sum of $3,000, after a hearing 
before Judge Scudder on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings. Snedeker was arrested on an affidavit 
made by Constable Charles W. Roswell, who 
said that on the morning after the murder S8ned- 
eker had said to him: * Well, we nanees * Mingo 
Jack.’ There wasn’t a zame man in Eatontown. 
Tom Little was the only game man there. He 

ut the rope around the nigger’s neck, and I 
Belped to pull him up.” When Roswell was put 
on the stand to-day he said that he had never 
made such an affidavit with any idea that it 
would be used to cause the arrest of Snedeker, 
as the latter was drunk when he used the words, 
and when drunk he was given to boasting.

KEEPER LAVERTY GUILTY 


A STRICT PARTY VOTE FOR HIS 
CONVICTION. 
DEPOSED FROM HIS POSITION AND DiIs- 
QUALIFIED FROM EVER HOLDING OFFICE 
IN NEW-JERSEY. 

TrenToN, April 21.—Ex-Judge William 
T. Hoffman brought his brilliant speech in be- 
half of State Prison Keeper Laverty before the 
High Court of Impeachment to a close at noon 
to-day, and Samuel H; Gray began a foroible ana 
pointed argument in behalf of the House of As- 
sembly. At thé clost of Mr. Gray's speech, at 6 
o‘clock this evening, the Gourt adjourned till 8. 
Upon reassembling they decided to nold a se- 
cret conference, and repaired tothe United 
States Supremé Court room for that purpose. 
Nothing was talked of save the method of 
taking the vote in the open Senate. 

A rush of spectators from the halls and into 
the galleries heraided their return to the Senate. 
Keeper Laverty had seated himself at the table 


and sat awaiting results with his head resting on 
his hand is son James sat by him. On the 
other side of the table were some of the House 
managers, Among the interested spectators in 
the lobby was Edward Laverty, the Keeper's de- 
voted nephew. President Griggs was vale and 
nervous when he mounted his dais and gently 
tapped for order. 

“ The Clerk will read each article of impeach- 
ment,” he announced, “separately, and each 
Senstor will rise in his seat to vote guilty or not 
guliity. The articles will be read in their numer- 
ical order, excepting the fourth, which will be 
reserved for the ljast. The fourth afticle 
charged laxity and inefficiency in the prison 
management. The others charged undue inti- 
ae on the part of the Keeper with female con- 
victs,

arose to read the first article. It charged that 
the Keeper with lewdness with Minnie Schaefer. 
The Senators arose one after the other in their 
Beats to pronounce their verdict. Those who 
had the single word “Guilty” to pronounce 
spoke in subdued tones and with bowed heads. 
Senator McBride's vote of ‘* Not Guiltp"’’ was re- 
ceived with a ringing cheer. When the tally had 
been counted over it was seen that the vote 
stood as follows: 

GUILTY.—Senators Carter, Cranmer, Fish, Gardner, 
Griggs, Hanes, Herring, Large, Miller, Nichols, Pan- 
coast, Thompson, Vanderbilt, Youngblood. 

NOT GUILTY.—Senators Bogert, Brinkerhoff, Chase, 
Chattle, Livingston, McBride, Moon. 

Two-thirds of al] the votes—l4—were required 
to convict, 14 had beencast. Every Republican 
Senator had voted “Guilty,” and, with the ex- 
ception of Vanderbilt, every Democratic Sena- 
tor had voted tor acquittal. Vanderbilt repre- 
Bents a Democratic faction in Trention that 
Keeper Laverty’s political antagonism has mor- 
tally offended, so that the vote may be said to 
be made up witha striot reference to political 
tendencies, President Griggs declared the first 
article sustained. On the second article, charg- 
ing the Keeper with adultery with Minnie 
Schaefer, the vote was precisely the same, and 
on that, too, the impeachment was declared to 
have been sustained. 

But on the other articles there wasa singular 
change of vote, and none of them was sus- 
tained. The Democrats, with the single excep- 
tion of Vanderbilt, voted for acquittal on each. 
On the third article, charging lewdaness with 
Annie Lenhardt, Fish, gi T Large, and 
Thompson voted not guilty with the Demo- 
crats. The vote on the fifth article, alleging 
lewdness with Libbie Garrabrant, Fish, Griggs, 
and Large voted with the Democrats. On the 
sixth charge, of intimacy with Eva Steele, Fish, 
Griggs, Large, Pancoast, and Thompson voted 
not guilty. On the seventh charge, of lewdness 
with Mary Smith, Senators Gardner, Herring, 
Hanes, and Thompson were the only ones who 
voted for conviction. 

The articles charging lewdness having now 
been disposed cf, the fourth article, charging 
laxity and inefficiency in discipline, was read, 
the Democrats, irfcluding Vanderbilt and Sena- 
tors Carter, Cranmer, Fish, Griggs, Hanes, 
Large, Nichols, and Thompson, epublicans, 
voted not guilty. The other five voted guilty. 
Mr. | Segg Senn wanted judgment pronounced 
at once. resident Griggs preferred to have the 
Senate confer privately, and a second adjourn- 
ment was taken to the Supreme Court Chambers. 
When they returned afew minutes jater Presi- 
eer Griggs seized his gaveland rapped gentiy 
“as before for quiet. 

“Patrick H. Laverty,” he called, as soon as 
there was order. The Keeper rose from his seat 
and, gathering his frock coat about him, faced 
the court with a brave, unruffied air. ‘* Patrick 
H. Laverty,” said the President, ‘*the House of 
Assembly, on behalf of the whole people ot New- 
Jersey, having accused you at the bar of the 
Senate of high crimes and misdemeanors, and 
the charges having been tried by the Senate, and 
two-thirds 6f the Senate having voted that you 
have been guilty of lewd conduct with Minnie 
Schaefer, the sentence of the court is that you 
be, and you are hereby, removed from your 
office of Keeper of the State Prison and forever 
disqualified from holding any office of profit or 
trust or honor in the State or any of its cities.” 

Mr. Laverty stepped aside to pick up his coat. 
His nephew, Edward, bastened down the aisie 
and, throwing his arm around the Keeper's 
neck, kissed him tenderly. Mr. Laverty bore the 
whole ordeal with remarkable fortitude. He 
said to THE TiMES’s correspondent that he 
could afford to stand a conviction that was based 
on partisan and political prejudices, though it is 
anawful blow for one political enemy to give 
another. His removal makes an immediate va- 
cancy in the State prison. The Governor has 
the right to nominate his successor. The Senate 
will sit to-morrow to await the pleasure of Gov.

WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 21.—The Sus- 
quehanna Coai Company have given up ali hope 
of ever rescuing the bodies of the 26 men who 
were entombed in one of their mines at Nanti- 
coke on Dec. 18 last. As a last resort the 
relatives and friends of the unfortunate men 


begged of the company that they drive a tunnel 
to a point nearest where the men’s remains are 
supposed to be. ‘The company did this, and on 
Monday a bore boie was driven from the face of 
the workings to the main gangway. Imme- 
diately there wasa rush of water from the in- 
closure, To-day another bore hole was driven 
higher up and the rush of water and guicksand 
Was even greater than on Monday.

WALL-STREET SURPRISED 


MR, HUNTINGTON MAKES AN IM- 
PORTANT PURCHASE, 
SECURING THH CONTROL OF THE CINCIN- 
NATI,. HAMILTON AND DAYTON—HIS 

SYSTEM EXTENDED MATFRIALLY. 


Cc. P. Huntington surprised the most 
knowing ones down in Wall-street yesterday 
by suddenly announcing that he had bought 
control of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day. 
ton Railroad Company. It was recogfiiged as an 
important move. The road is 854 miles long 
and reaches Cincinnati, Toledo, Indianapolis, 
It has about 
$4,000,000 stock outstanding and is bonded for 
about $4,000,000. This brings Mr. Huntington 
within 188 miles of Chicago. Connection with 
the Chesapeake and Ohio system via the Ken« 
tucky Central will be made by builaing a 
bridge across the Ohio River at Cincinnati, The 
Erie had a traffic agreement with the Cincin- 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton, but as Mr. Jewett 
controls the latter it made an agreement last 


year with the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis. A suit has been brought to 
annul the voting power held by Mr. Jewett. 

Mr. Huntineton now hasa line from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, and controls a line which 
practically covers the country from Indianap- 
olisand Chicago to Toledo and Cincinnati. To 
get a New-York outlet now and an entrance to 
Chicago is comparatively easy. Albert Netter, 
of Cincinnati, bought most of the stock for Mr. 
Huntington, some as high as 125, 

Telegrams from Chicago say that Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s purchase of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton is likely to be followed by an ar- 
rangement with the Louisville, New-Albany 
and Chicago Road. 

The Chesapeake and Obio already has a work- 
ing agreement with the Louisville, New-Albany 
and Chicago north from Louisville, and the 
New-Aibany line furnishes a direct road from 
Indianapolis, the western terminus of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, to Chicago. 


CINCINNATI, April 2L—Thére was dis- 
cussion in this city over the question whether 
Mr. Huntington will depend upon the ability of 
his lawyers to break the stockholders pool, re- 
cently formed to prevent control passing into 
unfriendly hands, The principle relied upon in 
the sult which has been brought to break the 
pool.is that the ownership and voting power of 
the stock cannot be separated by irrevocable 
proxy. r. Huntington bas more than half of 
the stuck, but as some of it is in the pool and 
some not, he cannot control] unless the pool is 
broken, It is said that Messrs, Conkling and 
Evarts have both advised him that the pool can- 
not stand in the courts.

MR. BERGH THE CHIEF STAR 
a 
HIS FIRST APPEARANCE AT THE 
COSMOPOLITAN. 
HE INTERRUPTS PROF, GLEASON WHILE 
TRAINING A VICIOUS HORSE AND MAKES 
A BRIEF SPEECH. 

Prof. O. R. Gleason, the horse trainer, 
had anew star at the Cosmopolitan Hall last 
evening. It was Henry Bergh, and he made one 
of the greatest hits of his life. Mr, Bergh occu- 
Died a seat in the balcony on the south side of 
the house aud was an interested spectator of the 
proceedings. The Professot was laboring with & 
common-looking roan horse with a stubby tail. 
When he first approached the animal he dis- 
played no striking evidences of viciousness, but 
when the Professor began to put a surcingle on 
him he began to switch his tai) angrily and to 


try to turn his heels toward his instructor's 
head. 


After trying one or two experiments with the 
animal, Mr. Gleason decided that it would be 
necessary to subdue his vicious spirit by making 
him helpless. He resorted, therefore, to the 
usual measures for throwing a horse. One 
forefoot was hoisted under his body by @ rope, 
while his head was hauled around toward his 
side by another rope running througha ring in 
the surcingle. In a few minutes the horse was 


lying on his off side, and after a few strug¢gies 
was quiet. He breathed very hard, however, 
and looked thoroughly unhappy. He was help- 
legs, but his spirit was not cowed. 

Prof, Gleason brought out his tin pans and 
sleigh bells and shook them around the ani- 
mai’s head and over his body. He stood on the 
horse and ones to the audience that he was 
convincing the animal that he was not going 
to be hurt. Meanwhile, the horse was working 
up his breathing into an ugly, snorting grunt, 
varied with an occasional squeal of rage. 

** When a horse squeals like that,” said the in- 
structor, “he means that he would do you 
some damage if he could get at you. Bring me 
a drink.” 

An attendant handed the Professor a glass of 
water, and he sat down on the norse‘’s body and 
drank it. He had risen and was about to pro- 
ceed with his work, when two men walked into 
the arena from the northwest corner, just oppo- 
site Mr. Bergh’s seat, and approaching the Pro- 
fessor spoke a few low words to him. Prof. 
Gleason laughed a moment, and then said: 

‘“Ladies and gentlemen, this gentleman tells 
me he is an officer of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, and he objects to 
my treatment of this horse as cruel. I leave it 
to this audience. Is it cruel ?” 

‘**No, no!’ shouted the large assembly. 

“T shail demand,” continued Prof, Gleason, 
“that the President of this society comes here 
to-morrow night to see—” 

‘*He’s here now,” cried a score of voices. 

Mr. Bergh arose, hat in hand, and bowed to the 
audience. Prof. Gleason turned and saw him 
and, bowing, said: 

‘*Mr. Berzh, I’m giad to see you.” 

The people sitting in the front rows on tho 
lower floor jumped over the ropes and crowded 
into the ring. The owner of the horse appeared, 
bristling with indignation at having his animal's 
training interfered with. Mr. Bergh began to 
speak and the crowd began to hoot and jeer. 

“Turn them out!” yelled several. 

“I'd hke to see you turn me out,” shouted 
one of Mr. Bergh’s officers, looking daggers at 
the ladies and gentlemen in the south gallery. 

“Stop! stop!” cried Prof. Gleason, raising his 
hand; “out of respect to me, out of respect to 
the society, let us hear what Mr. Bergh has to 
say. 


Mr. Bergh addressed the audience, saying that 
he regarded the heavy breathing and grunting 
of the horse as he lay On the sawdust as indica- 
ive of pain. The treatment seemea to him 
cruel, and it was his duty to put a stop to it. 

“Tt Mr. Bergh can show that this treatment is 
cruel,” said Prof. Gleason, ‘*1'll not throw an- 
other horse while I’m in New-York.” 

“ Hear! hear!” cried the audience, applaud- 
ing loudly. 

“Go on with the show,” shouted some; * we 
didn’t come here to hear Mt. Bergh make a 
speech,” 

Again Prof. Gleason raised his hand for 
silence,and Mr. Bergh began to address the 
audience upon the value of the horse and the 
shamefulness of breaking him in by severe 
treatment. His remarks were soon lost ina 
chorus of angry comments from the crowd. The 
horse meanwhile was lying perfectly still, havin 
found that he was quite comfortable. Mr. Berg 
said he would not lie so still if he were vicious. 
The crowd laughed. Finally Mr. Bergh gave up 
his attempt to make a speech, and Prof. Gleason 
let the horse — The ushers and a policeman 
got tne people back into their seats, and the en- 
tertainment went on. In the meantime Mr, 
Bergh was being actively interviewed by several 
dudes and one reporter. One of the dudes said: 

* Mr, Bergh, did you ever see a bull fight?” 

** Yes, Sir,”” was the calm response. 

* And you felt sorry for the bullsand horses ?” 

** Certainly.” 

e _ you had no feeling for the men, did 
yout 

**Oh, yes. I was glad when some of them had 
their brains kicked out.” ’ 

“ Well, a horse is a brute,and must be sub- 
dued.” 

* Yes," said Mr. Bergh,” but there are worse 
brutes than horses in the human race.” 

** Well, will you come up.and drive our tan- 
dems for us?” 

‘**Tandems? Why, it’s against the law to drive 
a tandem in the city.” 

The dude threw up his hands and faded away 
at that, and Mr. Bergh informed the reporter 
that he did notthink Prof. Gleason had done 
anything serious enough yet to call for a per- 
emptory stoppage of hisshow. “If he goes an 
further in that line,” said Mr. Bergh, **I shall 
have him arrested,’ 

Prof. Gleason brought in the Canadian stall- 
ion that killed his groom last week. He walked 
around the arena and the animal followed him 
like a dog. 

“If any other gentleman will enter the ring,” 
said the Prefessor, “*the stallion will do the 
same thing. Will any one try it ?” 

‘Bergh ! Bergh!" shouted a number of per- 


sons. 

“Stop!” cried the Professor, holding up his 
hand. “Let us bear no more of that. Mr. Bergh 
is a gentieman.” 

The audience applauded, while Mr. Bergh was 
soon forgotten und slipped out unnoticed. The 
Professor made the stallion walk up and dowp a 
seesaw plank, ahd Lister quietly to the beating 
of drums. Then he brought forward a vicious, 
kicking mustang. Without striking him once 
with the whip, and with the lines fastened to 
rings in the throat latch, he soon took all the 
kick out of him by hoisting his forefoot with a 
rope whenever he attempted to let fiy behind, 
The animal was harnessed and driven, and acted 
like a kitten in a short time. 

Prof. Gieason will drive the Canadian stallion 
through Central Park this afternoon, leaving 
Cosmopolitan Hall at 1:30 P. M. The stallion 
will tte shipped for Montreal at 4 o'clock. Prof. 
Gleason will gotherein July, having promised 
the animal’s owner to train him in 30 days to be 
driven without reins. 


MORMON OFFICERS OUSTED. 

Satt Lake City, April 21.—A decision 
was rendered to-day in the noted Territorial 
office cases which Gov. Murray and the Utah 
Legislature split upon, the former claiming the 
Territorial law invalid which put agents of the 
church in the offices of Auditor and Treasurer, 
and the latter refusing to yield the incumbency, 
thus ignorigg the Governor’s nominations 
and his appeal to the organic act. Judge Zane 
rendered the decision, which is long, sustaining 
the Governor in evory point, maintaining the 
supremacy of the national statutes, and ousting 
the old incumbents. It declares the right of the 
Governor’s appointees (two Democrats and 
one Republican) to hoid office. The 
Utah Commission, backed by Attorney-General 
Garland, declined to hoid an election for these 
officers under the local statutes.

CINCINNATI ELECTION FRAUDS. 


THE REPUBLICAN MEMBERS OF THE COM 
MITTEE TO REPORT AT ONCE. 

CoLumbus, Ohio, April 21.—The very se 
vere criticism of the press and the people of the 
State regarding the dilatory manner of the non- 
partisan committee of the Senate that has been 
investigating the Cincinnati election frauds hag 
had the effect of awakening the Republican 
members as to their responsibility in the matter, 
It appears that the Democratic members ara 
quite willing to let the report hang fire until the 
next session, and have invented al! kinds of ex. 
cuses to postpone the making of a report until a 
more convenient season. The testimony that 
has been published has most thoroughly con- 
vinced the people, Republicans and the better 
class of Democrats alike, that the four 
Senators now holding seats from Hamilton 
County have no right tothem, and this senti-« 
ment was most emphatically emphasizea at the 
recent election. It has been finally decided by 
the Republican members of the committee to 
make at once a complete and concise report of 
the investigation and to submit the same, pos- 
sibly during the present week orthe first of 
next. It was learned to-day that all questions 
relative to pertinent testimony have been 
settled and there will be no cause to sub- 
mit any technical points to the umpires— 
ex-Senator Thurman and Judge Harrison. 
If the Democrats do not make their 
report when the Republicans do the question 
will at once be forced upon the Senate and im- 
mediate action demanded. It is generally con- 
ceded that the Democrats will not make a des- 
perate contest to retain the Cincinnati mem« 
bers, as a further wrangle would only serve toa 
hantiicap the party and decide the October cleo- 
tion in advance of the nomination of a State 
ticket. 

Gen, Kennedy, President of the Senate, in con- 
versation to-day said that, whatever else may be 
done, the Hamilton County members will not 
be permitted to vote on their own cases. To the 
question, Suppose they leave the hallina body 
as before, what then? “They will hardly do 
that. At least there are several reasons why I 
think they will not. There isa bare possibility 
that the Democrats will not be a unit, and then 
public sentiment has somewhat changed since 
January. There are none of the Hamilton Coun- 
ty members that do not recognize the fact that 
the question of their going is but one of time.” 

A personal friend of Senator Hopple states that 
he was informed by that gentleman to-day that 
he would be out of the Senate 10 days hence. It 
is not likely that Mr. Hopple will resign, but 12 
confident that should the Republicans make 
their report the crisis would be reached at once, 
and would result in the expulsion of the Demo. 
crats, The bills of the shorthand reporters wera 
handed in this afternoon, and for that work 
alone $10,000 is charged.

HE WAITED ON WASHINGTON, 


BURIAL OF A NEGRO NEARLY 120 YEARS 
OF AGE. 

CINCINNATI, April 21.—There was buried 
to-day from his home near Milford, this county, 
an old colored man whom all the country had 
come to know, John Long, said to be nearly 12 
years old. He was born, as he claimed, April 10, 
1767, on the * Brandon Seat” plantation, on the 
James River, Virginia, tne slave of Col. William 
Byrd, the then wealthiest tobacco planter and 
largest slave owner in the American colonies, 
His young “massa,” Major William Byrd, Jr., 
was on Washington's staff in the Revolution 
and at the slegeof Yorktown. Long.a boy of 14 
years, was an attendant on his master at Wash- 


ington’s Headquarters, and often waited on the 
Father of his Country. He was accustomed ta 
t-ilhow Washington and his master breakfasted 
together the morning of the day of Corn wallis’s 
capitulation, and that he was one of the waiters 
on the table, He attended Washington’s funeral, 
and drove the old Byrd family carriage, tn 
which rode ey Byrd and three other aides of 
Washington in the Revolution. He said 
he remembered the day when. his mas- 
ter'’s daughter, the beautiful Betty Byrd, 
gave the mitten to John  Randoiph 
of Roanoke who sought her hand in 
marriage. In the Nat Turner insurrection of 
1831 he helped to chase down the leading insur- 
gents, and was given his freedom as a reward 
for his fidelity. He had grandchildren over 80 
years of age. Three years ago he traveled over 
the country on exhibition, and for 51 days was 
at Washington City, and was visited by many 
distinguishei men. He was never a habitual 
drinker of liquor, but always a great smoker, 
and in the past two years hus used a Persian 
Gee of value and beauty presented to him ail 
ashington by the Ambassador from Persia.

THE CAUSES OF STRIKES 


PAYING DIVIDENDS ON WATERED 
STOCK 1HE GREAT EVIL. 
MR. M’DOWELL GIVES HIS VIEWS TO THE. 
COMMITTEE AND MR. POWDERLY GIVES 
A HISTOKY OF THE KNIGHTS, 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The second session 
ot the labor investizating eommittee was held to- 
day in the room of the House Committee on Elections. 
Mr. Wililam O, MoDowell was sworn and examined. 
He stated that he was a manufacturer of machinery. 
He was alay member of the Knights of Labor, but 
held no official position, 

The Chairman—Witbout divulging any of your se- 
crets, will you please state what are the objects of 
that organization? 

Witne«s—To elevate the members by helping them 
to educate themselves, by helpimz them tv save that 
whicb the average workman hus wasted through bad 
hebits, to lift him from the condition into which he 
has fallen through such habits, and make him there- 
after an employer instead of an employe; to 0 edu- 
cate him, by comparison of ideas and by discussing 
questions that help to educate, that he is able to deal 
with and grasp the subjects which affect not only him- 
self but his employer, that he may becomes better 
workman, command better wages, aud, by co-operat- 
ing with bis employer, help him to such profits that he 
will beable to pay better wages. Witness here made 
a statement covering all the details of the attempt to 
arbitrate between the Knights of Labor and the rail- 
roads interested, which included interviews with Mr. 
Gould and the order to the men to return to work, 

Mr. Burnes—Have you any evidence tending to show

" Witness made a long statement involving the differ- 
ence between the principle of payment by day work 
and by piece work, and quoted Gouid as saying that by 
making » change of that sort in the Western Union 
Telegraph Company he had effected a saving of 80 per 
cent. tie added that the general cause of this strike 
and of the recent strikes ai) over the country had been 
the successful strike on the horse car lines in New- 
York last February. That bad commanded such uni- 
versal public sympathy that workmen, whenever they 
bad » grievance or wrong. joined together and made 
gpplications to form assemblies of Knights of Labor. 
This was so general that the order hud increased more 
in the month of February lust than it had in the prior 
eight years. As an additional reason he alleged the 
universal system of watering railroad stock, which 
made it necessury for, raiiroad managers to screw 
down the rates of fabor as much as possible. 

Mr. Crain asked what remedy he could suggest for 


that. 

Witness replied that the remedy was to enforce the 
law. Thelaw of every State required that dollar for 
dollar should be pa d for railroad stock; but that pro- 
vision of law was evaded bythe railroad managers 
forming themselves into a erédit mobiiter or con- 
struction company. and issuing to themselves §100 of 
stock for every $1 or $10 of work. He gave asan 
instance of that the recent construction of the West 
Shore Railroad. 

Mr. Burnes stated that in the case of the Missouri 
Pacific Kailroad Company the road had been already 
buult, and if such @ transaction had occurred it had oc- 
curred a zood many years ago, and with parties other 
than those now owning the road. 

Witness replied that he was not familiar with the 
preliminary organization of the Missouri Pacific Koad. 

Mr Burnes stated for the information of the com- 
mittee and of the witness that the State of Missouri 
contributed tothe bufiding of the Missouri Pacific 
$64,000 a mile in State bonds, the interest on which the 
Btate was still paying, the corporation being required 
to expend an equal amount to that contributed by the 
State. On that theory the road as constructed had 
cost $128,000 amile; but he supposed that it could be 
duplicated in its then state for $25,000 a mile. 

Tbe Chairman—It ts settled that the construction of 
a railroad costs about $17,000 a mile. It costs that in 
Pennsylvania over our mountains. Is not the grea 
evil in all this the fact that railroad atock is waterea 

Witness— |’hat is the great evil of the whole thing. 

Chai:man—And your theory is that the exactions 
made upon the men employed on the road are caused 
by the attempts to enable the railroad companies to pay 
dividends on watered stock ? 

Witness—That is the theory, and there is a great 
irritation about it all over the country. 

Mr. Crain—Do you not think (it has so struck me 
that Mr, Gould himself was very fairly disposed towar 
your organization ? 

Witness—That has been my fuil impression fro 
what I saw of him. My impression was that he wante 
to be fair, that he intended to be fair. It has always 
seemed to me that Mr. Hoxie was on a high horse from 
which he was unwilling to come dowa, and that when 
Mr. Gould found him rebeilious tn not carrying out 
the arbitration he ought to haye issued a positive or- 
der to tnat effect. 

Mr. Burnes—Do 
the earnings of ri 
strike? 

The Witness—No; the most economicai manage- 
ment isthat which necessitstes the least expenditure 
The weneral theory ast. the building up of new |ines 
of railroad causing competition and reducing rates isa 
grand mistake. Business should be done with the ieast 
possibie investment, not only of labor, but of capital; 
anc until the possibilities ofa single railroad are ex- 
bhausted a second line should not be built. 

Mr. Parker— Does not trouble arise partly from com- 
petition of laborers? Isnotthat oneof the bottom 
sources of al! this trouble? 

The Witness—No. You will find that the great diffi. 
culty has not been a demand for increase of waxes. 

Mr. Parker—sut is not the source of disturbances 
largely bécause of so much competition in labor? lf 

ou remove the competition of labor in these dis- 

umed regions, does not that put an end almost to the 
possibility of strikes? 

The Witness—As you put it, it does, 

Mr. Parker—hen, is not one of the great sou of 
trouble 'he competition of labor—an excess of men 
and w ceficiency of work? Men have been brought in 
from other countries, and are increasing in numbers in 
their own oantry. 

The Witness— here is a great deal in that. 

Mr. Powderiy was recalled to the stand, and, in reply 
to questions by the Chairman, stated that he waosa 
machinist by trade, and was 87 years of age, and that 
the knights of Labor had first been instituted in 186¥. 

‘The Chairman—I think it very important, from the 
direction which the examinati.n has taken, that the 
committee should understand the original of the 
Knights of Labor. 

Mr, Powderly—About eight months after the close of 
the war the garment cutters of Philadelphia organized 
as the Garment Cutters’ Society of Philadelpbia. ‘I'he 
intention was to pay to sick members a weekly allow- 
ance and to bury the dead. In factit was a benevolent 
organization, They continued to hold meetings for 
four years, Atthe end of that time,one night in Oc- 
tober, 1869, they were discussing some measure, when 
a member said: *‘ We have been coming here now four 
or tive years; we have our constitution, our Jaws, our 
officers, and, 8o far as that is concerned. that is all right. 
If I am taken sick | will receive a weekly allowance, 
andif I diel will be cared for by our brothers. But 
the conditions surrounding mein the workshop have 
not grown better, but worse, It seems (o me that an 
organization that will go into the workshop and en- 
deavor to effect a retorm there is what is needed in ad- 
dition to the association we now have.” That line of 
argument was taken up and continued some weeks. 
Finally a motion was made that that society be dis- 
banded, and it was disbanded. The founder of the 
Knights of Labor wasa member of it. He was Uriah 
S. Stephens As the men were leaving the room 
thet night he asked those present to remuin 
and h what he had to say, He said 
that would form such an association 
as head suggested—one that would endeavor 
to effect a reform in the management of workshops, 
mines, and foundries—tiiey would endeavor to perfect 
it. Six of the men remained, talked the matter over 
with him. and agreed to meet again. These seven men 
and two others met to perfect the organization on 
Thanksgiving evening in 1869, and the nine men 
drafted the first crude form of a constitution and 
@ manual for the government of the association of the 
Knights of Labor. No man was to know anything 
about it, It was to be secret in all its workings. 
The man who joined it was not permitted to men- 
tion the name of the association outside of the 
meeting room, nor was it spoken inside. When writ- 
ten about it was to be referred to by stars. The idea 
was to bring into the association every cepartment 
of productive industry. The intention was that no 
statutes of the organization toward the bettering or 
change of the conditions ene employer and 
employe would be made untii everything connected 
with the condition of things had been discussed and 
thoroughiy understood The reason for that was 
that a strike of miners affected not only the miners 
themselves but affected the machinists, the engineers. 
the merchants, the clerks, and everybody connected 
with industry in that region. 

In 1874 1 was asked one evening if I would not come 
with a man and become a member Of @ club or associa- 
tion, the name of which he did not mention. I went 
with him and was initiated intothe Order of the 
Knights of Labor. Upt tbat time! knew nothing of 
it, but when | Baw in that meeting room a locowotive 
engineer, & sistionary engineer, a miner,a laborer, a 
truckman, members of my own craft, and others, I 
made up my mind that that wasan association which, 
of al] others, was calcujuted to do good to the laboring 
man. ‘This man (Stephens) who formed the 
first \ocal assembly, was afterward elected Master 
Workman, and was (at Keading) eleeted to the po- 
sition o: first Grand Master Workman of the Knights 
of Labor. lheorganization continued under him for 
one year and nine months, when his health failed; 
and, when the convention met at ‘hicago he sent a 
letter of deciination. declining to be azain electea and 
suggesting two names {rom whom his successor should 
be chosen. | was elected, and from that time to the 

resent | have been the chief officer of the Knights of 

abor. The organization was intended to take in not 
pniy the man who worked at the bench or the mine 
put every man who toiled, by hand or brain, in any 
honest occupation. We left out one or two honest oc- 
cuputions—iawyers and bankers—because we felt they 
were fully capable of taking care of themselves, 

The Chairman—How about preachers? 

Mr. Powderly—OUnce in a while we get one of them. 
We will not take in asaloon keeper. Even if a mem- 
ber's wife begins to sell liquor we muke him take a 
fivorce, not from his wife. but from the organization. 

he Chairman—in other words it is a benevoient so- 
tiety for the protection of all kinds of people who toll, 
and is entirely within the law ? 

Mr. Powderly— \ es, it is entirely within the law. 

Mr. Parker—W hat is the number of its present mem- 
bership / 

Mr. Powderly - Our present membership does not ex- 
ceed 600,000, although we have been credited with 
§,000,00u. 

Mh ved Chairman—Are women members of the organi- 
Dn 

Mr. Powderly—Yes, on an equal footing with men. 

The Chairman—When were women first admitted 7? 

Mr. Powcerly—in 1851. We claim that if women 
<p egual work they -hould receive equal pay. 

e have one assembly of women with a membership 
of 1,800, and from the day of the organization to the

THE PAN ELECTRIC SCANDAL, 

WASHINGTON, April 21,—The telephone inves. 
tigating committee resumed its labors this morning 
with the examination of Mr. D, Humphreys, of the 
Globe Telephone Company, of New-York.

cated by the United States.

any vacancies wil! occur before 1890. 

Second Controller Maynard wags heard by the 
House Committee on War Department Expenditures 
to-day in continuation of his previous testimony 
charging irregularity in the accounts of the Signal 
Service Bureau. This closed the investigation, and 
Representatives Anderson, of Ohio, Viele, and War- 
ner were appointed to draft a report giving the re- 
suits of the investigation. A resolution was adopted 
deciaring that the evidence did not show the exzist- 
ence of any fraud or corruption. 

Senator Allison, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, has been asked by some of 
his fellow-Senators for his opinion of the probable 
length of the session, He has said inreply that it de- 
pended largely upon the amount of time consumed by 
the House in the discussion of the Tariff bill. While 
the annual appropriation bilis are furtner behind than 
usual at this stage of a ae session, yet the new rule 
of the House against ‘“riders’’ upon appropriation 
bills makes it possiplie to dispose of these measures 
much more speedily than before.

It appears from 
the official statement of the case that the road was 
authorized to “connect with the Union Pacific Roaa 
or any of its branches” and that a‘connection wus 
proposed to be made at Kearney. on the main line 
of the Union Pacific, and a map of such location was 
filed in the Land Office in 1870. The connection was 
made at Hastings. on the Burlington and Missouri 
Koad, a distance of 40 miles from Kearney, the com- 
pany claiming that the Burlington and Missourt was 
one of the roads included in the Union Pacific grant- 
ing act, and hence a branch of the Union Pacific 
within the meaning of the iaw. Lists of selections of 
the land between estings and Kearney were filed 
and patents were issued therefor. The Commissioner 
claims that inasmuéh as the company has no road be- 
tween these points patents to the lands were wrong- 
fully issued.

A CAREER OF UNHALLOWED LOVE ENDING 


IN SUICIDE. 

MriwavukerE, Wis., April 21.—Gustave 
Mendelssobn, one of the best known and most 
valued traveling menof the Northwest, repre- 
senting Marshal Field & Co., of Chicago, com- 
mitted suicide this morning in Mamie Martin’s 
disreputable house. He had been in the employ 
of the firm of Marshal Field & Co. for many years 
and rose to the important position of head sales- 
man, with $9,000salary. His family relationsare 
said to have been most happy, Mrs. Mendelssohn 
being widely noted for her high qualities. His 


daughter a short time ago married a millionaire 
in Chicago, Mendelssohn made frequent trips 
here and his acquaintance was valued by frail 
women, as hespent money freely. Last Christmas 
he met Camille Beaupre at Martin’s house. She 
is said to be the widow of a French officer, who 
was compelled to flee from France, ang took up 
his abode at Montreal. She is a brunette of 
pleasiny manner and graceful carriage, and ap- 
parently very refined. Mendelssohn became deep- 
ly infatuated with her, and came here often to 
see her, In vain he implored her to leave with 
him and go to South America. He spent money 
lavishly on her and among her acquaintances, 
and last week he expended $1,000 at Martin’s 
house in different ways. 

On Saturday night he went to Chicago 
to celebrate his wife’s birthday, but re- 
turned Monday night and at once went to 
see Camille. He remained with her, fre- 
quently expressing his love and admira- 
tion, and deeply deploring his own family ties, 
that made her go much dearer to him. Last night 
both went to the opera, and he presented her 
witha vaiuable diamond ring .and gold watch. 
They retired after midnight, and shortly after 
he arose and began to write letters. She fell 
asleep, and was awakened by the report of a pis- 
tol. He had seated himself before a large mirror 
and taken true aim. The bullet went through 
his head, smashed another mirror in the room, 
and buried itself in the wall. He died instantly, 
Letters were found written by him to members 
of his family. He asked bis wife’s forzivenness, 
and alluded to pecuniary embarrassment. To 
his son he wrote in regard to his wife that it was 
better for her to be a widow than to be the wife 
of an indebted and scoundrelly husband. The 
suicide has created much comment, as his rela- 
tives are very prominent in Chicaco and New- 
York. Deep indebtedness and love for the 
woman caused the desperate act. He was a tal- 
ented musician, and claimed to be the nephew 
of the famous composer Mendelssohn-Bartholdy. 


THE FOOD NOT FIT TO EAT. 





GRAY-HEADED VETERANS OBJECT TO THE 
BILL OF FARE. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—More than 150 
sailors and marines, old, gray, and grizzled, all 
of whom had given the flower of their manhood 
to Uncle 8am, marched into their usual Tues- 
day dinner at the Naval Asylum, on Gray's 
Ferry road, yesterday, and then marched out 
again having hardly tasted their food, It was 
potpie day, The potpie or seapie was mado of 
veal and potatoes. “‘The dough was not well 
cooked and the potatoes were bad,” said a tall, 
marly-looking, old inmate, ‘Most of us re- 
mained at the table but a moment or two and 
then left. Nearly allof every man’s dinner re- 
mained on bis plate.” 

“Ts your food usually of an inferior qual- 
ity?” was asked of an intelligent man who had 
been at the home for seven years and who had 
served inthe Navy since the Mexican war. 

**It was much better some years ago,”’ was the 
reply. “It was then inspected by the Captain, as 
it should be, every day. It is his place or the 

lace of the Lieutenant-Commander to do it, but 
tis not attended to. The Paymaster inspects 
the provisions when they are received, Eyery- 
thing is purchased by contract. Tne cooking 
is sadiy neglected. 1 presume the provisions fur- 
nished are of a good enough quality in some in- 
stances, but they are certainly often spoiled in 
their preparation, They ring in old sult horse 


. on us for ha corned beef. We are supposed tu 


get good butter, but we never see any. It ig 
nothing but oleomargarine and is often not fit 
to eat.” 

‘*Is there always plenty to eat ?” 

“Yes, and it would be an exceedingly te- 
ful change if there was less of it and of a better 
quality and better cooked.” 

The grounds surrounding the asylum are in 
splendid condition. The grass plots look green 
and cheerful, the buds are bulging out of the 
trees, and the yeterans, whose ages range from 
50 to 90, can be seen roaming around the pleas- 
ant places or resting in the shade of the quiet 
nooks and corners of its 25 acres,

The two pool rooms will be 
consolidated into one,and the Turf Exchange 
willopen up on Friday night selling auction 
poolsonthe New-Orleang races, the first turf 
event of importance this season. The Jockey 
Club pool room will be abandoned, and the 
Turf Exchange will retain its name, which has 
become so celebrated in sporting circles 
throughout the United States. 

Mr, Frederick Bishop, for so long a time man- 
ager for the turf, will retain his position under 
the new proprietor, Mr. Joe Bart, the silver- 
tongued auctioneer, will go to Memphis and try 
bis band at book making. The Turf Exchange 
was opened in 1879 by the firm of J, R, Watts & 
Co. It soon ranked as one of the most popular 
concerns of the sort in the country, and some 
tremendous betting has been seen within its 
wall, and some of the heaviest plungers in the 
country have sat there beneath the persuasive 
eloquence of the lamented Bob Cathcart: or 
clever Joe Burt. It is said that in one season 
the pools there aggregated $1,500,000. The house 
made considerably over $100,000 profits. The 
firm subsequently became Hughes, Cathcart & 
Co. Inthe Fall of 1883 Dick Watts ostensibly 
drew out, and the firm became Hughes & Cath- 
cart. Last year Bob Cathcart died and the firm 
was forever broken up, By the new deal Emile 
Bourlier becomes the sole owner, 

The Jockey Club pool room was started by 
Bourlier about four years ago, and it has grad- 
ually increased in popularity and patronage 
since that time.

Live stock is generally healthy and in 
sxood condition, except that hog chu lera among

of sheep are reported in a few counties. Wheat 
is best this year in the southern half of the 
State, where it was almost an entire failure last 
year. The condition of wheat for the whole 
State in June, 1885, was 51 per cent., against 94 
scab wn pe now so far asreported. Other fruits 
esides peaches thus far show good prospects.

The Senate is:subject to queer freaks in 
its discharge of the solemn duty of :giv- 
ing its “advice and consent” in the: 
matter of nominations. Yesterday it 
ignored the Edmunds resolutions and, 
against the protest of the Vermont Sen- 
etor,.confirmed one BRaDLEY as Internal 
Revenue Collector in South Carolina in 
place of a suspended officer. Only four- 
teen Senators followed Mr. Epmunps in 
opposition, though it appears very 
doubtful whether the nomination was 
really a good-one. Another of its-odd no- 
ions was-the printing in the Record of 
jthe report of the Finance Committee in 
favor of the confirmation of an officer, 
pend along with it an anonymous letter de- 
nouncing the nominee as a gambler, in- 
temperate, and otherwise discredited. 
Why this piece of “ testimony” against a 
man whom the Senate had confirmed 
should be published bya body that be- 
jJieves.secrecy is necessary to protect the 
‘character of nominees from unjust at- 
ack it-is not easy to see, 


Three‘hundred and ninety private pen- 
gion bills would seem to be a fair day’s 
‘work for so slow and cautious a body as 
the United States Senate, That was its 
“stint” yesterday. Of course it is plain 
Ahat in all these cases, hardly one 
of which occupied the Senate more 
than sixty seconds, it was the Com- 
mittee on Pensions, of which Mr. 
Barr, of New-Hampshire, isthe leader, 
that did whatever work of legislation 
~was done, and it is only fair to say that 
the chances that it was fairly and care- 
fully done are very slight. There is no 
responsibility in work of this sort, and it 
would be safer and cheaper to put it in 
the hands of one man who could be held 
to account than to leave it with two or 
three whose work is never scrutinized. 


’ At least one source of labor troubles-on 
gailroads was touched upon in the labor 
investigation at Washington yesterday, 
and it is an evil that affects other inter- 
psts besides those of workingmen. This 
is the practice that has so long prevailed 
in this country of watering the stock of 


railroad companies and attempting to. 


garn dividends on capital vastly in ex- 
cess of the cost of the roads. This 
necessarily leads in many cases to 


a restriction of expenses which in- | 
wolves the wages of laborers, the-:number | 


employed, and the length of time each is 
wbliged to work. It also increases the 
poren for transportation and thereby 


levies a tax . the business of the coun- 
try. All this serves no legitimate pur- 
pose, but only enables projectors and 
! speculators to get enormous profits-out of: 
the operation of establishing railroad lines, 
As Mr. McDowELt says, this comes from 
a failure to enforce laws requiring the 
capital of railroad corporations to be fully 
paid in and used in the legitimate work of 
constructing and equipping their lines, 








Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, if the cable reports 
him correctly, has hit upon an odd mode 
of expressing his objection to Mr. Guiap- 
sTONE’Ss Home Rule bill. ‘‘ No free peo- 
ple worthy of the name,” he says, “would 
submit tosuch restrictions on their repress- 
ive authority as Mr. GLADSTONE pro-. 
posed.” That is to say, no free people 
worthy of the name would submit to 
have their power of restricting the 
freedom of other people restricted. The 
history of England for a good many cent-- 
uries was an instructive commentary 
upon this view of freedom. But she is 
scarcely the aggressive power nowthat she 
wasthen, There is nothing in Mr. Cuam- 
BERLAIN’S speech at Birmingham, how- 
ever, to modify the impression made by 
his speech in the House of Commons that 
the differences between himself and the 
Ministry are not irreconcilable so far as 
he is concerned.

The proposition of England that the 
powers should compel Greece to disarm 
by breaking-off diplomatic relations with 
her and then blockading her ports would 
no doubt be effective, if adopted, but 
hitherto it has not been certain that Rus- 
sia would agree to it, or even France. 
M. pe Freycinet is rather moderate in 
his action against Greece. The Journal 
des Débats has pointed out that while-the 
affairs of Bulgaria and Servia are nat- 
urally interesting to Austria and Ger- 
many, French influence is more predomi- 
nant in Greece. The.latter’s importations 
of French merchandise, it says, rose 
from 7,661,852. in 1859 to 16,736,270f. in 
1872, and to 22,208,358f. in 1884. This 
remarkable gain is even surpassed by the 
rise in Greek imports of English goods 
from 10,417,270f. in 1859 to 55,977,322f. 
in 1882. The French journal concludes 
that while the affairs of Bulgaria and 
Servia largely depend on the ideas and 
customs carried down to them on the 
Danube route from Central Europe, 
Greece, distinctly a maritime power, finds 
her natural affinities, political and com- 
mercial, with England and France. Per- 
haps this is a fanciful consideration, but 
no doubt Greek dffairs interest France 
quite.as much as Slav affairs. The ulti- 
matum sent to Athens yesterday,in which 
it is reported that all the powers united, 
indicates, however, that both Russia-and 
France are not prepared to face the con- 
sequences of an outbreak in the South- 
east, 











““T am-hungry,” said one of the striking 
drivers of the Third-Avenue Railroad on 
Tuesday. ‘‘ Why don’t you go to work 
then ?” he-was asked, ‘I'd like to,” re- 
plied the striker, ‘“‘but they won't let 
me.” The uncomplaining endurance.of the 
pangs of hunger would be noble in a 
good cause, as for instance in a strike 
of workingmen to secure fair wages 
or to assert and maintain rights 
against a harsh and oppressive employer. 
But a-man who gives up a good place in 
which he is earning $2 a day, to wander 
about the streets penniless and hungry 
merely because he has been ordered to do 
so by a few reckless and headstrong men, 
who are paid a high rate of wages during 
the continuance of a strike, is not a hero, 
He is a slave. 








A FIRM STAND. 

The Directors of the Third-Avenue Rail- 
road Company are entitled to. commenda- 
tion for the firm stand they have-taken 
upon the questions involved in the strike 
on their-road. The course of action laid 
down in the first resolution adopted at 
their meeting yesterday is precisely 
right, The company will not dismiss 
men who have entered its serv- 
ice during the strike so long as 
they faithfully discharge their duties. It 
would be unjust to do so, The strikers 
left the service of the companyat the 
order of the Executive Committee of the 
Empire Protective Association without 
any just cause for doing so, The com- 
pany was bound by law'to make.an at- 
tempt to continue running its cars, and 
the men who entered its service-did so at 
some risk and on a promise-of permanent 
employment. It would not be right to 
discharge them to give place-to men who 
had done the company an injury in leav- 
ing its service without good reason. 

The company will not dismiss its em- 
ployés on outside dictation, nor will it on 
such dictation reinstate employés whom 
it has dismissed. This involves the whole 
principle of the controversy, and it was 
of the utmost importance that the com- 
pany should maintain its ground on that 
point, It was not only important on its 
own account, but on account of other 
employers of labor.and for the sake of 
the interests of workingmen and the pub- 
lic. The right of men to work and to em- 
ploy labor without dictation or-coercion is 
absolute-and beyond question, and inter- 
ference with it is not to be tolerated. 

The Directors did well to invite the 
Railroad Commissioners to make.any rec- 
ommendations they may deem advisable 
for the consideration of the-company. It 
would have been well if they had also 
formally stated their willingness to-sub- 
mit to arbitration any questions that may 
arise-on the subject of wages-or the hours 
of labor. This is understood to be their 
position and it was stated in their confer- 
ence with the Railroad Commissioners, 
but they might well have-reiterated it in 
their resolutions. There has, in fact, 
been no time during the trouble when 
these questions could not have been 
amicably settled, but the Executive Com- 
mittee obstinately insisted upon unreas- 
onable demands. When at last they 
were ready to give-up the demand for:the 
dismissal of non-union men and the re- 
instatement of a discharged union man 
they still insisted on going back in a body 
and displacing the men who had been em- 





ployed during the strike. The situation 
| ‘they are left in is of their own making, , 


‘and they virtually admit that they have. 
brought it upon themselves without rea- 
son by yielding the point upon which the 
- whole-trouble hinged. 

There are just two courses open now to 
the Empire Association. One is to pro- 
long the contest and try to make the case 
worse by again ordering a tie-up on the 
other lines, and the other is to let all the 
strikers who wish to do so go back to 
work while there are places for them. 
The former would bring upon the asso- 
ciation the intensified disapproval of the 
public; it would put to a severe strain 
the loyalty of its members and prob- 
ably produce a revolt which would 
break it to pieces. Moreover, there 
are Many warnings in the air that it 
would result in invoking the law against 
the officers of the organization for con- 
spiracy to interfere with the exercise of a 
lawful calling and to injure trade and 
commerce, The other course would in- 
volve some humiliation and an.acknowl- 
edgment of defeat, but that is a mild 
penalty for the folly and wrong of the 
strike. 

The men.constituting the Empire Pro- 
tective Association owe+to themselves one 
plain duty. They have suffered much in 
their-own interests and in the estimation 
of the public by the rash and imprudent 
course of their Executive Committee. 
Probably a large majority of them disap- 
proved and deprecated the orders that 
were issued and which they felt bound to 
obey. They doubtless saw the folly and 
injustice of them and obeyed them with 
the greatest reluctance and to the 
sacrifice of their interests and their 
rights. They should as speedily as 
possible displace from all positions 
of authority and power the men 
who have subjected them to this wrong. 
If they are to maintain their organization 
and-derive-from it benefit instead of in- 
jury they must force these men to step 
down.and out and put in their places men 
of sound sense,.common prudence, and a 
regard for justice and fair play,.and not 
men who can hold power only to-abuse it 
and be clothed with authority only to 
play the tyrant. If there beintheir ranks 
men fit to exercise the responsibility with 
which the-organization vests.its Executive 
Committee they should be:singled out for 
that purpose. The present committee has 
demonstrated its fitness only to get the 
members of the association into trouble 
from-which it cannot-extricate them, 








MR. RANDALL’S SCHEME. 

The extreme protectionists are some- 
what overreaching themselves in their 
opposition to the Morrison-Hewitt Tariff 
Reform bill. Under the lead of Mr. Ran- 
DALL they are laying their-plans to secure 
a majority for a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of the bill—to behead 
it, in fact. This is a policy en- 
tirely - characteristic of Mr. RANDALL, 
who represents the most narrow 
and bigoted and unscrupulous of the 
high tariff sects. His real, though 
not avowed, purpose is to prevent any 
reform of the tariff whatever, finding it 
easier to mass the friendsof the various 
favored interests whose special privi- 
leges are threatened than to defend 
any one interest on its merits. He 
has had experience enough in legisla- 
tion to know the practical value of 
log-rolling, and this is log-rolling 
reversed, but with all the vices of that 
mischievous practice in its worst form. 
He pretends to be always in favor of a 
*¢ reasonable revision of the tariff,” but he 
never finds any revision reasonable. He 
does not find the one now proposed rea- 
sonable, and instead of trying to point 
out the provisions he thinks should be 


‘changed, he is reported to be preparing 


for a repetition of his tactics-of the last 
Congress. 
But there are numerous:members of 


ties—those from this State should be 
among them—who must know-that, en- 
tirely apart-from the question of reduc- 
tion in the tariff rates and additions to 
the free list, the present bill provides for 
reform in some of the-administrative feat- 
ares of thetariff law, which atpresent are 
as much a burden upon honest manu- 
facturers as upon importers. What is 
absolutely necessary to the interest of 
both these classes and of consumers and 
all persons engaged in business, is clear- 
ness and precision in the tariff and the 
greatest possible regularity and certainty 
in its administration. A manufacturer 
of goods which come into competition 
with imported goods is directly injured 
by the present law, which makes 
it practically impossible for him 
to know what rates of duty his 
foreign competitors must pay. Under 
the law as it now is from the moment 
foreign goods leave the factory on their 
way to the United States, every step is 
open tosome device orsome defect that 
may change the amount finally paid to 
the Government, and may in conse- 
quence change the price at which they 
may be sold in this country. The 
invoice, the consular certificate, the 
entry, the appraisement, the warehous- 
ing, disputes, readjustment of rates, 
are all matters exposed to so much com- 
plication-and uncertainty that the actual 
expense at last met by the importer or 
consignee of the goods-is-very doubtful. 

It is not to any one’s advantage, cer- 
tainly not any one who means to do an 
honest business, that the law should en- 
courage evasion, trickery, and fraud. 
This is what the tariff law now 
does. The bill before the House 
undertakes to reform this. It seeks to 
make clear the basis of the calculation of 
duties, to fix the responsibility of those 
engaged in importation and in the ad- 
ministration of the tariff, to-simplify the 
conditions of warehousing and of draw- 
backs, to facilitate the settlement of dis- 
putes and render decisions more definite, 
and to prevent bribery. We are not pre- 
pared to say that it will accomplish 
all this. We only know that it is an 
honest and careful attempt, the result of 
patient and minute inquiry on the part of 
the Treasury officials and of long study 
by Mr. Hewitt, the author of this por- 
tion of the bill, What earthly excuse is 
there for any member of the House. 
to try to slaughter these provisions, to

maintaining a few high duties to indefi- 
nitely postpone a reform that is as im- 
portant to domestic industry as to the im- 
porters? There is none, and we sincerely

ANNULLING THE CHARTER, 


The strenuous remonstrances of the 
beneficiaries of the Broadway Railway 
bribery, the pathetic appeals in ‘behalf of 
the ‘‘innocent bondholders,” and the 
soberer arguments of the constitution- 
al lawyers of the Legislature have 
failed to prevent the passage of 
the bills to dissolve the company and to 
transfer its franchise to other-and cleaner 
hands, The three bills were passed in the 
Assembly yesterday by very-great majori- 
ties, and they now go to the Governor, 
who has already proclaimed his approval 
of their purpose. It is well that time 
enough was given to the discussion to 
allow the bringing out of every point 
against the proposed step, which assuredly 
is sufficiently grave and unusual to war- 
rant great legislative deliberation. But the 
arguments-made in:the Assembly on Tues- 
day and yesterday presenting the legal 
and constitutional objections to the bills 
do not seem tous to have added anything 
of weight to what had already been said 
by the counsel of the company. We have 
no doubt, however, that the Assembly- 
men who voted against the Annulment 
bill acted upon the conviction that.the: 
measure was unwise-and of doubtful con- 
stitutionality, 

The first of the three bills annuls and 
dissolves the Broadway Surface Railway 
Company and repeals its charter. The 
second provides that whenever a street 
railway company’s charter shall have been 
repealed the consents of the local authori- 
ties and the order of the General Term con- 
firming a-report of Commissioners allow- 
ing the construction of the road shall con- 
tinue in full force and efficacy, and that 
the right to their enjoyment and use 
shall be sold at public auction by 
the municipal authorities; but the 
purchaser must be otherwise already 
authorized by law to construct, maintain, 
and operate a road within the city. The 
third bill provides for the winding up of 
the affairs of the corporation by a Re- 
ceiver appointed by the Special Term.of 
the Supreme Court, who shall take charge 
of the assets of the company, examine 
the claims against it, and employ the pro- 
ceeds of the sale in satisfaction of such of 
these claims as-are valid, 

There will be work for the lawyers:and 
the courts-in-construing the terms of this 
third act. It will be a task of no little 
difficulty to weed out the fraudulent 
claims and satisfy the just demands of 
the creditors of the company. The in- 
nocent bondholders will of course look 
elsewhere forthe recovery of the money 
they have invested in the bonds fraud- 
ulently issued by this company. Our ad- 
vice to them is-to-try the effect of actions 
against SHarP, Kerr, FosHay, and the 
other projectors and beneficiaries ofthe 
enterprise. The money which the bond- 
holders paid for their bonds is in the 
hands of thesemen. Itmust-be recovered 
from them, if at all. 

Whatever may be the fate-of:the indict- 
ed Aldermen, the great crime of 1884 will 
not go wholly unpunished. The effect-of 
the legislation which now awaits the 
Governor’s approval will be todeprive Mr. 
SHaRP and his-associates of the franchise 
which they obtained by bribery, to shat- 
ter their bogus corporation, and to open 
the way for suits at law to compel them 
to disgorge the profits of their enter- 
prise. All the injury to innocent persons 
which.is incidental to the enactment-and 
enforéement of these laws will be-more 
than outweighed by-the attainment of 
these. desirable ends,

LAND TRANSFER REFORM, 

It is a little unfortunate that there 
should be-a-disagreement as'to the method 
of bringing about a reform in the system 
of transferring real estate titles. The 
need of reform in the matter is most 
urgent. It costs altogether too much 
and takes too long to transfer or to 
mortgage a piece of real estate, And the 
worst of it is-that the tax thus exacted is 
unnecessary as well as burdensome, Each 
year, too, witnesses an increase in the 
cost of conducting searches of title and 
brings new difficulties in the way of 
making transfers, 

After much .agitation-a-commission was: 
appointed to.simplify matters. This body 
has presented a series of bills which are 
now under way in the Legislature. There 
is one bill which proposes short forms of 
deeds, mortgages, leases, and the like. 
The new forms will contain about one- 
quarter or one-fifth of the number of 
words which are inthe forms now in use, 
The bill is intended to be of general ap- 
plication through the Stafe. Everybody 
agrees as to its usefulness, and it will 
doubtless become a law without opposi- 
tion. 

The other:bills-are special,.affecting this 
city alone. They provide that all the 
instruments and writings affecting the 
title to real estate shall be filed in the 
Register’s office instead of in half a 
dozen public offices, and that liens and 
judgments shall be made specific instead 
of general and be indexed against the prop- 
erty as well as the persons, These re- 
forms are generally regarded as desirable 
and provoke no hostile criticism, 

Upon the question of how the in- 
dexes of property shall be made, there 
is contention. Two conflicting bills are 
before the Eegislature. One of these 
proposes to limit the area of search 
by using the city lot as a basis for index- 
ing and employing the tax maps for the 
purpose. This bill was prepared by four 
of the five Land Transfer Reform Com- 
missioners, The other bill proposes using: 
the city block as a basis, and is the work 
of Mr. Dwicut H, OLMSTEAD, the remain- 
ing Commissioner. Each one of these: 
bills has its partisans, and on both sides 
are eminent lawyers. 

When experts differ who shall decide? 
It is important that one or the other plan 
shall be adopted. The task of the Legis- 
lature is to ascertain which plan is the 








anore feasible and efficient. The Bar As- | 


might have aided 
the Legislature by, suitably examining 
and passing on the matter, but it failed 


had a meeting to consider the subject, 
but as less than seventy persons voted 
it can hardly be considered as an ex- 
pression of the opinion of the Bar as 
to the point.at issue. The Real Estate 
Exchange of this city voted in favor of 
the lot system, and a number of real es- 
tate owners have done the same, Thera 
is also extant a petition signed by a num- 
ber of lawyers favoring the lot system. 
Thosewho got up the petition pieced it 
out by duplicating the names of signers, 
giving in one place the names of firms 
and in another‘the names of the individ- 
-uals composing them. Another thing 
that emphasizes the need of caution in 
accepting the testimonials in favor of the 
lot system is the fact that one of the per- 
sons chiefly instrumental in obtaining 
them is the attorney of the Title Guar- 
anty Company, which may reasonably be 
presumed to have a pecuniary interest in 
the matter. 

On the other hand, there is ng room 
whatever for doubting either the impar- 
tiality or the ability of Mr. OLMsTEap. 
Itis due tohis efforts, through many 
years of hard and thankless labor, that 
the subject.of land transfer reform has 
been brought forward. He has.given the 
subject more thought perhaps than any 
other man in the State, and his ideas 
are impressed on every one of the re- 
forms proposed. His is the simplest 
of the plans and itsmay be adopted with- 
out changing in any way the present 
legal effect of recording or filing an in- 
strument, There are very grave reasons 
for doubting whether this will be the 
case should the lot system be adopted. 
By the block system it will not take the 
services of a lawyer to file or record a 
lease or other such instrument. Under 
the other system it will, and the greatest 
precautions will have to be taken to avoid 
frauds and mistakes, 

A fundamental objection to using the 
lots on the tax maps as a basis is that 
these are notoriously inaccurate and are 
constantly changing. The blocks are per- 
manent and form a much better basis. 
By adopting the block system at the-start 
it will be possible thereafter to adopt the 
lot system if found practicable. A care- 
ful review of the good features of both 
systems seems to indicate that the block 
system»should be put in operation as the 
simplest. Let the Legislature adopt it 
and, as the act proposing it will not go 
into operation for a year, there will be 
abundant time to examine it and remedy 
any defects it may have. The other 
reforms dependent on the adoption of a 
plan are too important to render it ad- 
visable to run the risks which - further 
delay ‘will impose.

GEN. SHALER,. 


Those who believe and those-who-disbe- 
lieve that Gen. SHALER has been guilty of 
taking bribes must alike deplore the man- 
ifest failure-of justice in his case. When 
a-public officer is accused of betraying his 
trust for hire, the public is entitled to 
have him punished in a-condign and ex- 
emplary manner if he be guilty, while he 
himself is entitled to a complete vindica- 
tion if he-be innocent. 

There have been two trials of Gen. 
SHALER, resulting in neither a conviction 
nor an acquittal. Of course his present po- 
sition must be to asensitive man, little more 
tolerable than it would have been had he 
been convicted. Ten of the first jury and 
four of the second believed him guilty. 
On the-other hand, there is nothing in the 
case to deter other public officials who care 
nothing about their reputations, and who 
fear only physical punishment, from 
taking bribes when they are in positions 
that make it worth anybody's while to 
bribe them. No result of such a trial 
could be more completely unsatisfactory. 

We are apt often to resent the require- 
ment from juries‘of unanimity in crim- 
inal cases. Itdoes often seem outrageous 
that one stupid or ignorant or possibly 
corrupted juror should be able-to-defeat 
) justice. But itis worth while to note that 
if the verdict of a jury were deter- 
mined by a majority vote Gen. SHaLeR 
would have been convicted on the first 
trial and acquitted on the second. This 
difference makes criminal justice seem 
much like a lottery. The resemblance is 
heightened by the further fact that the 
evidence against him was the same on 
both trials, although spectators of both 
are.of:the opinion that the principal wit- 
ness for the prosecution, WILSON, was a 
much more willing witness at the first 
trial than at the second. The prosecu- 
tion, also, was in the same hands on 
both occasions, although the defense 
was undoubtedly more effective on 
the second trial. The defense seem to 
have been successful in making the jury 
believe that WILson was on trial and that 
the offense charged in the indictment 
against Gen. SHALER was but an.incident 
of the main case. To the usual distrust 
of an informer was added in this case the 
distrust that attends a confessed perjurer, 
although WILSson’s own account of the 
motives that induced him both to perjure 
himself and to turn informer-is entirely 
credible, 

Without going into.the question of Gen, 
SHALER’s guilt, which two juries have-been 
unable to decide, it may be said that the 
failure of'the prosecution is a direct encour- 
agement-to bribers and takers of bribes. 
In most cases there is but one witness to 
the bribery of a public officer. This-is the 
go-between, the agent of the bribed or 
the briber’s broker, as it may happen. 
A conviction cannot be had except upon 
the evidence of this person, and this per- 
son can become a witness only by turning 
informer, This is the difficulty that com- 
monly arises in cases of bribery, and it is. 
got over only by putting such a pressure 
on the go-between, and alarming him so 
much about his own share in the trans- 
action, that-he will turn State’s evidence 
to preserve his own liberty. If his 
testimony is to be rejected because it is 
that of an informer, then the punishment 
of bribery is hopeless, in at least nine 
cases out of ten. . In respect-to proof the 
cases of the indicted Aldermen stand upon 








to doso. It is true that the association, } 
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SHALER, though, of course, the corrob- 
orating circumstanceg are, much more 
numerous and more various, 

As for Gen. SHaLzR himself, it is, not 
finding a verdict against him to say that 
his public ‘career must be ended by these 
abortive trials. Even if he..should--press’ 
for another trial and that trial should re- 
sult in an acquittal, the facts will remain 
that five-sixths of one jury and one-third 
of another believed that a case of bribery 
}had been made out against him. De- 
cency requires that he shall immediately 
withdraw from his public employments, 
in which his usefulness and his: credit are 
fatally impaired.

Some idea of the extent to which Pros-

MADISON-SQU ARE THEATRE. 

M. Edouard Pailleron’s comedy, entitled 
“Le Monde od l’on as’ennuie,” which was 
brought out at the Comédie Frangaise, in Par“, 
five years ago, and acted there upward of 06 
Dights, is, as a study of modern Frenolt mune 
ners, executed with a touch of extreme light. 
ness and deftness, one of the best 
things of the sort done during the 
Past decade. It lacks, of course, the dramatio 
vividness of plays cast in the mold of Dumas’s 
early productions, and its story and lesson bave 
peither the exalted aim nor the broad human 
interest of Augier’s pieces; it appeals, howe 
ever, to the same class of auditors as do 
these stronger achievements much as a welle 
turned sonnet to an admirer of a high- 
er order of poetry, or a Vibert to a worship. 
er of the old masters. In the original work the 
author has succeeded in uniting with excep. 
tional felicity a delicate satire of French 
personages and manners of the period to q 
slight but clearly perceptible plot, and the 


practical hand of the dramatist and littérateur ig 
revealed with grateful effect in the skillful une 
folding of the narrative and in crisp and spark« 
ling dialogue. Whether the coming genoration 
of Parisian amusement seekers will derivd 
as much pleasure from “Le monde ov 
l'on s’ennuie” as the throngs that first 
listened to it is questionable. The flavor of actu 
alité, as the French put it, is sweet but not iast. 
ing, and even the brightness of the ccnversatio 
carried on by M, Pailleron’s characters may no 
rescue his comedy from oblivion when the spec. 
tator fails to recognize in his dramatig 
persone people that he meets or readg 
about. en and women will tire of the 
most brilliant conversation after an hour or so, 
and the chat of the characters, next to theig 
representative and suggestive importance, is tha 
most attractive trait of the comedy under no<« 
tice,. Its dramatic worth, that is to say, thd 
quality most essential to the vitality of a play, 
Sia truth, the least striking of its attributes.

Elsewhere, a preponderance of 
the dramatic element would be = more 
desirable, and in this respect ** Our Society” is a 
trifle weak, It embodies but two forceful epi- 
sodes, the first being a situation in which a 
innocent young girl is wrongly suspected o 
particieetson in an intrigue with an eminent 
ecturer, and the second a scene in which 
after a series of amusing encounters and 
cross purposes, the articss and sympathetio 
maiden; and the “serious” young man ara 
proved to be in love with each other, and mada 
to plight their troth through the diplomacy and 
influence of the friendly grandparent. 

In adapting M. Pailleron’s play to the English 
stage Mr. Clinton Stuart and Mrs. Ver Plane 
were consirained to either take the chances o 
introducing to the English-speaking publia 

rsonages wholly unfamiliar and  possi- 

ly unsympathetic, or to lower the tone 
of the parent work by turning French 
representative types into the conventional 
and unreal characters meekly borne with by 
American audiences for half a century. The 
second course was the safest, probably. in so far 
as the material success of the piece was con- 
cerned, but such an achievement as M. Pail- 
leron’s was scarcely likely to prove very popu- 
lar in any form, in Deland or in 
America. The play was received with 
favor, it is true, by the assemblage that wit- 
nessed its production Monday, but a first night 
** house” is exceptionally discriminating and well 
disposed, and its judgment is not always ratified 
by the more misceilaneous crowds that come 
afterward. The American adapters, as implied, 
have changed the French characters into more 
or less supposititious American personages, and 
they have kept to the author's development of 
his plot and translated bis language quite cley- 
erly. Some of the allusions which are supposed 
to give local color to the action might with 
advantage have been omitted. References to 
Mr. Dixey and to poker parties, hits at Western 
places and. people, and such expressions ag 
“catching on” are out of place in an effort of 
this sort, and, bearing in mind the sprightliness 
of M. Pailleron’s dialogue, were not needed, even 
in a translation thereof. 

The representation of “ Our Society” at the 
Madison-Square was creditable to everybody 
concerned. Noone would think of comparing 
it with the ideal performance of the comedy at 
the Théftre Francais, and about a twelvemonth 
ago, when “Le monde” was played at the 
Thalia Theatre, in this city, by a German 
troupe, there was a realism about the actors’ 
work that was sometimes missed in the later 
and more symmetrical and el:borate pro- 
duction at the up-town house. All the same, 
the rendering of the English version of the 
piece is to commended as a_ whole, 
It impressed itself most deeply upon 
the memory through Miss Annie Russell's Syl- 
via Spencer, of which effort hasty mention was 
made in these columns yesterday as a persona- 
tion of uncommon naturalness and earnestness, 
and the exertions of Messrs. Kelcey, Walden 
Ramsey, Le*Moyne, and Davidge. and those of 
Mrs. EK. J. Phillips and Miss Maud Harrison 
are all to be spoken of with praise. The 

emotiona! success of the evening was achieved by 
Miss Russell, who was twice summoned before 
the ourtain. Miss Harrison’s delineation of the 
artful wife elicited a good deal of merriment, 
but its merit would have been enhanced bya 
little more repose and refinement on the part of 
the actress. Good lines and good situations 
are seldom helped by the disagreeable emphasis 
of what may be termed distinctly theatrical 
methods.

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4 SOUND OF REVELRY BY NIGHT 
AT THE CAPITAL, 

HOW THE REGIMENT MADE A TRIP TO MOUNT 
VERNON—FUTILE ATTEMPTS OF TIRED 
SOLDIERS TO SLEEP. 

Tired, travel-stained, and sleepy, but in 
thorough good humor, the Seventh Regiment 
came home last night from their visit to Wash- 
ington. The two sections of train that took 
them over on Monday brought them back. 
There was littie of incident on the homeward 
trip, except the valiant endeavor of two-thirds 
of the men to sleep on the carsand the igno- 
minious defeat of that effort by a small 
minority. Consequently songs and story 
teliing, no end of improvised fun 
and cheering, with and without provocation, as 
the country flew backward, lessened the six 
hours of journey to a minimum of discomfort. 
The regiment crossed the lower one of the Penn- 
sylvania ferries, and marching to Broadway took 
the elevated train at Chatham-square. Before 
midnight they broke ranks at the armory, and 
the excursion, by universal agreement the most 
enjoyable the regiment ever had, was at an end. 

The greater part of yesterday was spentin a 
trip to Mount Vernon. At 9 o’ciock in the 
morning about 500 members of the regiment 
met the Citizens’ Committee on board the steam- 
er Wakefield, which had been chartered for the 
party. There was mist on the river and the air 
-pearched for one’s marrow. Crowds had gath- 
ered on the neighboring docks, so that the men 
needed nothing to open the day pleasantly for 
them. Generally classed, it was a red-eyed, 
hoarse-voiced crowd when the boat pulied out. 
Late hours and some use of the throat had evi- 
dently not been monopolized by residents of 
Washington. The champion croak of the regi- 
ment was developed eariy in the trip in Bergt. 
Will Merritt, of Company B. 

* Let me tell you how it was,"’ he explained in 
,guttural whisper to a party of his comrades, 
“JT bad charge last night of the detail that 


was sent to attend the band at the 
serenade to Gen. Sherican. We =ihad 
to wait quite a while, and I put the boys through 
a long drill, using my voice so that the General 
could see that I knew my buisiness. When the 
band came up I found I hed been drilling the 
men in front of the wrong house. It broke me 

li up.”* 
ss As the steamer glided toward the arsenal 
grounds, where military figures dotted the mile 
of iawn, the Seventh See voice.

As the steamer was passing Alexandria 
Photographer Dillon, of the Mount Vernon As- 
sociation, mounted the pilot deck also and 

ointed out the attractions of that ancient 

urgh. In this effort Sergt. Merritt lent a hand 
by an appeal to his comrades to inform the gray- 
bearded photographer whojGeorge Washington 
was. They did so with a degree of alacrity and 
vigor that discomposed the old gentleman and 
embarrassed his reverential narrative, if it zave 
bim no news. 

From the moment the tolling bell announced 
the approach to Mount Vernon hilarity ceased, 
The march up the hill to the tomb in double 
file was as serious as the occasion required. Be- 
fore reaching the tomb the baud turned off un- 
deraclump of treesand played ‘* Nearer, ry 
God, Thee” until all had passed. All 
gathered in front of the house after this 
and stood before a pair of cameras, 560 
plaved as to include the house and a 
wide stretch of lawn. Then an hour was passed 
in a general inspection of the house and grounds. 
When the boat’s whistle signaled the time to re- 
turn the soldiers trotted down the bil), carrying 
pictures, bouquets, sprigs, lemons, and souve- 
nirs from the greenhouse, in the purchase of 
which the treasury of the Mount Vernon Asso- 
ciation bad been considerably enriched. Cappa 
played * Old Hundred” as the boat swung again 
into the muddy stream, The sun had come out, 
bringing into charming relief the changing col- 
ors of distant landscape and river. 

A turn in the stream hid Mount Vernon from 
view before the men resumed their jollity. 
Seret. Merritt rose in his might again before an 
audienceon the front deck. Some of the men 
got hold of the band instruments and punct- 
uated his remarks with blaring. Tne Lark Ciub 
held carnival and displayed their agility at the 
ballet back of the smokestack. On the main 
deck aft Private A. C, Jessup kept a crowd 
merry by his varied accomplisements for 
more than an hour. speech of thanks 
to the Washington Light Infantry and 
the citizens’ committee made part of his en- 
tertainment. ‘From my heart I thank you, 
gentlemen,” he said, “*for the scenery you have 
given us to-day. We are glad you had the 
shores far apart. If they were closer we would 
be deprived of the beautiful prospective we now 
enjoy. Wethank you for putting all the fine 
buildings in Washington for us to visit, and in 
that respect I have only one suggestion to make. 
It occurred to me as I was climbing the dome 
of the Capitol yesterday. It is that the 
next time we come you arrange the dome 
so that we can reach it by walking 
down stairs. Then have some arrangement to 
tip the whole thing right side up. On behalf of 
one of our number I wish to apologize. The 
First Sergeant of one of our companies is named 
Merritt. He isan undertaker, as is his father. 
Professional pride made him forget himself as 
we approached the tomb to-day, and instead of 
commanding his company ‘fours right,’ he said, 
’ Friends who would like to take a last look at 
the deceased will please pass up the right aisle.’ 
Again, gentlemen, I thank you. 

After lunch at Washington, the regiment be- 
yan to prepare for its return. The light in- 
fantry had gone to the armory to form for es- 
cort duty, and crowds were gathering along the 
route to the railroad station. Assembly was 
sounded at 8 o’clock. As the companies formed 
they cheered the city and their hosts. By 3:30 
o'clock the local and visiting organizations 
moved down theavenue. The Light Infantry, 
on nearing the station, formed open columns 
through which the Seventh march to“ Auld 
Lang Syne.” There were crowds at the cross- 
ings to shout good-pvye to the visitors as the 
trains moved out. 

The day couldn't well have begun earlier. It 
wastobe given up to fun,and the midnight 
bour of Tuesday found half the regiment al- 
ready thorough!y employed in that direction. 
Headquarters had relaxed for the time into a re- 
sort for conviviality,no more dignified than 
was necessary in such a place. Nearly all the 
big wigs ot Washington who had attended the 

rmory reception flocked to  headquar- 

rs for such reciprocal compliments as 
pould be offered, and _ hospitality popped 
und fizzed and clouded the ceiling until 
nventionality shuffled off and humor and fra- 

rnal feeling pervaded everybody. A floral 7 
in red and white pinks, the gift of a lady to the 
Adjutant, graced the centre table, and, as often 
8 subject for toasts failed for the moment, 
the guests grew eloquent and took a fresh start, 
with the floral figure for inspiration. Col. Clark 
tonfined his utterances to sentiments befitting his 
position, but the staff and their cucsts vied with 
bach other in invoking poetry and other graces 
pf speech as a setting for the thoughts that bub- 
bled within them.

No such influence restrained proceedings else- 
where. About 300 men, counting the band and 
staff and three companies, were quartered at 
Willard’s.

Bangs assumed a look of disgust, and was 
turning away, when Green called out, “Send 
her up to the hotel.”

It is not to be expected 
that 700 or 800 young men will go off together 
and be sedate, but the men have carried them- 
selves creditably, and as a military display the 
trip has been a great success. The regiment 
never appeared better than at yesterday’s re- 
view in front of the White House.”

CHARLES E. LOEW. 

Charles E. Loew died at 3 o’clock yester- 
day morning at his residence, No. 121 East Fifty- 
eighth-street. The immediate cause of his death 
was acute peritonitis, Nearly seven weeks ago 
he had an attack of pneumonia, and since then 
bas been confined to his house. 

Charles E. Loew came of sturdy German stock, 
having been born in Alsace in June, 1837. Com- 
ing to this country at an early age, Mr. Loew 
soon went into the real estate business with two 
of his four brothers—the present Controller, 


Edward V. Loew, and ex-Judee Frederick W. 
Loew. He prospered. and being a resident of 
the old Eleventh Ward he beganto take an in- 
terest in politics. He was young and popular in 
the ward, and the powers that were in those 
days courted his influence. He used to 
attend the meetings of the Common Coun- 
cil, and became ambitious of Aldermanic 
honors. He was nominated and elected as a 
Democratic candidate from his district, serving 
Only one term, however. Meanwhile he in- 
creased his following in the district and became 
more than ever a power on the east side. His 
influence svon extended to adjoining districts, 
and when, in 1867, he made up hisimind to become 
the Democratic candidate for County Clerk he 
found many influential friends behind him. 
There was one man to be conciliated, however, 
before the nomination could be secured. At 
least so said nearly all the conspicuous friends 
of the young man. This leader was Peter B, 
Sweeny. He hadno intention at first of nom- 
inating Mr. Loew for County Clerk. But Mr. 
Loew kept on working steadily toward the end 
of his ambition, and finaliy his work began to 
tell so much that Sweeny called upon him, 

“Don't you think,’’ remarked the wily ola 
manipulator, “that you had better take the 
nomination for Sheriff ?’’ 

“No,” was the reply. 
tion for County Clerk." 

“But you can’t have it,” responded Mr. 
Sweeny. 

“Then [°)l take nothing,” was the reply. 

“And you'll get it,” angrily retorted the 
“ring” Bismarck. 

But Mr. Loew went to work harder than be- 
fore. He pushed ahead everywhere, and when 
the convention met he was nominated. He was 
elected and served a term of three years. In 
the Fall of 1870 he was renominated and served 
until the end of 1873. Altbough a prominent 
Democrat during the Tweed ring times, nobody 
could charge Mr. Loew with any impropriety or 
irregularity. Afterserving his second term as 
County Clerk, he retired for a time from active 
politics and devoted himself to business. His in- 
fiuence was potent enough to have his brother 
Frederick W. Loew elected Justice of the Civil 
District Court of his district and later to the 
Court of Common Pleas Bench. He secured the 
nomination of Edward V. Loew for Controller 
by the County Democracy and took personal 
charge of his canvass. Another brother, Louis 
A. Loew, has been an employe in the County 
Clerk's office forsome years. Mr, Loew was a 
warm friend of Matthew T. Brennan, under 
whom he served for some time as Coilector of 
City Revenue. 

Mr. Loew was by many persons considered a 
Mascot in politics. Since he first interested 
himeelf in the factional disturbances in this city 
he has never been on the losing side of a fieht. 
This does not mean that he was constantly 
changing from one party or faction to another, 
but he seemed to have considered it the best 
policy to support men instead of factions. In 
every case where he took active formal charge 
of a candidate’s canvass he was successful. 
When shortly before the last election he joined 
Tammany Hall the wigwam bravea received 
him with open arms. They knew his value as 
a political leader, and made him a Sachem in 
the Tammany Society, besides conferring other 
conspicuous honors upon him. It is gen- 
erally admitted that it was to a _ great 
extent owing to Mr. Loew’s shrewd ad- 
vice and managementtbhat Tammany succeeded 
in the late campaign. In the face, however, of 
all he had done for the organization many mem- 
bers were jealous of his ability and growing 
power, and Mr. Loew, who noted all the signs of 

rowing ingratitude, decided to quietly step out. 
fie did so, and a few days before he wasstricken 
down by his last illness he said: * Life is too 
short to have any dealings with such men. 
= ot no strength to waste in work of that 
ind. 

Mr. Loew was President of the Iron Steam- 
boat Company, and was a Director in several 
other business concerns. He was appointed a 
member. of the Electric Subway Commission, 
created under the law of 1885, and was chosen its 
President. He was unmarried. The funeral 
services will be held at 4 o'clock to-morrow after- 
noon in the Madison-Avenue Baptist Church, at 
Madison-avenue and Thirty-first-street.

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MONEY FOR THE STRIKERS | 


HOW OOMMITTEEMAN BAILEY 
DISPOSES OF THE MAIL, 
BACKBONE OF THE STRIKERS GROWS 

HARDER—PROMINENT MEN ORGANIZING 

TO BOYCOTT THE BOYCOTT. 

Sr. Louis, April 21.—Registered letters 
are as thick as flies soon will be about the room 
of the Genera! Executive Board of the Knights 
of Labor. The letters are all taken charge of 
by Committeeman Bailey, who is the only mem- 
ber of the board in St. Louis at present. His 
mode of handling the board’s mail is expeditious 
as well as original. He catches a _ letter 
with two fingers, gives it a shake, in order 
to send the contents to one end, tears off the 
other end, dumps the money out, grasps it in his 
muscular hand, and jams it into one pocket, 
while he sticks the letter in another. He proba- 
bly reads the letters sometimes, and maybe com- 
pares the money in his pocket with the amounts 
referred to in the letters, but his mail is usually 
so large that he generally pursues:the course 
described. It is fortunate, perhaps, that the 
senders of the money which arrives here at all 
hours of the day are not given to mak- 
ing mistakes, or the board might be at 
a loss on settling day to make accounts balance. 
The letter carrier who brings the board's mail 
walks lop-sided before its delivery. Having re- 
lieved himself of it his pouch looks lean and 
flabby, and he resumes an upright posture. He 
thinks he would retire if he owned-all the money 
he bas carried in the last week. The loungers in 
the hotel always look for his coming—not that 
they expect any letters—they simply wish to 
see the extent of the board’s mail and 
to wonder at the amount of money 
it contains. They feel quite certain this 
morning that an envelope bigger than its fel- 
lows must contain a couple of thousand at 
least. A gentleman who wore long hair and a 
broad-brimmed hat suggested it might be a 
biuff. Another expressed a willingness to wager 
**eaeue cures for the crowd” that the bulky en- 
velope was “on the level” and held not less than 
“two thou’.” The wager was accepted. The 
man from Texas invited the party to “ liquor on 
him.” The big envelope contained $2,500. The 
amount was contributed by the New-York Pro- 
tective Association, through Secretary Tur- 
ner, who wrote that the subscription would 
be duplicated every week until the strike 
was settled, except it was not needed. The 
members of the Joint Executive Board have 
hardly been accustomed to close contact with 
large sums of money. The change in their cir- 
cumstances is apparent in theirdemeanor. They 
have changed their gait since the dollars have 
begun to pile up in their immediate vicinity. 
They may not be, in fact cannot be, richer than 
before the strike began, but their backbone 
seems to have grown harder and straighter, their 
chins higher, and their manner in dealing with 
ordinary people more patronizing. Since their 
official ‘positions have given them a_ voice 
in the distribution of a fund that is growing, up 
to date there have been two or more Treasurers, 
another original feature of the strike that has 
caused some dissatisfaction and may cause a 
good deal of bother when it becomes necessary 
to strike a balance. Committeeman Bailey has 
bis bands full attending to his mail and casting 
an eye over the countless telegram messages re- 
ceived by the board daily. Many of the messages 
are requests for money. 

No business of general importance will be 
transacted until a quorum of the board arrives. 
The strike was devoid of incident to-day. Some 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy men 
joined the strikers, but men are changing sides 
every day without making a noticeable change 
in the situation. The strikers are endeavoring 
to create the impression that many of the out- 
rages committed at Esst St, Louis should be 
credited to the railroad companies. The latter, 
they think, are the instigators. 

The boycott is a weapon tbat is remorselessly 
used here by the strikers, not only against their 
adversaries, but against all who do business with 
them. All over the Southwesternsystem it has 
been flourished over the heads of business men 
until;the latter are afraid to call their souls their 
own. Not many days ago a “committee” called 
upon the proprietor of a large flour mill here 
and demanded thathe shonid purchase no more 
coal from a certain dealer. He agreed to 
the demand at once, though he was com- 
pelled by it to pay 50 ~=—s cents per 
ton more for his coal. e admitted to some 
friends that he was afraid of a boycott. But a 
too reckless use of the boycott has resulted in 
the inevitable. There was a meeting in this city 
to-day of prominent men who determined to 
boycott the boycott. This is but another branch 
of an order known as the Law and Order 
League, which has sprung into existence lately 
throughout the Southwest. It is already a 
young giant, and its principal objects are to as- 
sist the authorities in maintaining the law and 
to support all persons who have been boyeotted 
by the Knights of Labor or kindred organiza- 
tions. If a person threatened with a boycott 
shows the white .feather the Law and Order 
League will have no dealings with him, but it 
will do all in its power to assist those who 
refuse to follow the instructions of the 
Knights of Labor or trades unionists against 
their own sense of right. Those who refuse to 
be bulldozed will get the support of the Law 
and Order League and its friends. Those who 
are afraid of a boycott will be made to feel the 
weight of one that is issued without parade of 
any kind. 

he boycotters have simply arrayed a power- 
ful class of citizens in direct opposition to them, 
and as soon as this fact has been clearly demon- 
strated the weak-kneed will tlock to the side of 
the Law and Order League, leaving the orig- 
inal boycotters in the minority and with 
none to boycott but themselves. Already 
there are signs that the boycott ie los- 
ing its terrors. Yesterday a merchant with 

a hooked nose and a Chatbam-street air 

announced that he bad been boycotted. The 

sidewalk in front of his store was littered with 
boycott circulars. The local papers devoted 
considerable space to the latest boycott, and the 

Hebrew gentieman obtained alarge amount of 

free advertising before it was discovered that he 

had boycotted himself. Hesays there is money 
in a boycott if it is properly managed. 

Committeeman Bailey maintains a bold front 
on the money question. Last night he received 
the foliowing dispatch from Committeeman 
Hayes, who is at Washington: 

“Push thestrike. We Dave all the money we want 
to carry it through.” 

Soon after the receipt ofthis dispatch Mr.. 
Bailey telegraphed as follows: 

“To Fred Page, Sedalia: 

“ Will send you $5,000 solid.” 

“Weare not begging yet,” said Mr. Bailey to 
THE TrMEs’s correspondent. ‘ We have plenty 
of money. Nobody is furnishing it. It is safely 
stowed away in Eastern banks, and we haven’t 
drawn on it yet either. We received some thou- 
sands to-day.” 

Nearly all the dispatches received and sent by 
the General Executive Board arein cipher. Mr. 
Bailey complains that the Western Union is very 
slow in delivering them. Committeeman Hayes 
will probably return to St. Louis with the Con- 
gressional committee. He expects to leave 
Washington on Sunday. 

Late last nighta Cairo Short Line freight train 
was made up in the railroad yards in East St. 
Louis, and had proceeded on its way out of the 
city beyond the last line of sentries, when it was 
boarded by a number of strikers, who seized 
one of the brakemen and dragged him to the 
ground, where they administered to him a se- 
vere beating before the military guard could 
respond to his cries for help. The brakeman is 
in a critical condition. : 

A pitiful case of destitution was discovered 
to-day on South Third-street. When the strike 
was ordered at:Atchison one of the men who 
went out was a big country fellow named 
Gover. He bada wife and child and no money. 
He came to St. Louis to obtain work, bringing 
his wife and baby with him. He found the 
strike in full blast here. Though not a Knight, 
he had not the courage to accept work, and 
quietly prepared to starve. This morning, when 
news of the man’s condition was taken to the 
Joint Executive Committee, the latter sent him 
$5. The money came too late to save the baby’s 
life. It died about noon from lack of food. 
The Knights will bury tbe body and try to take 
care of Gover and his wife until the strike is 
over. 

Toe strikers claim that three Missouri Pacific 
switch engine crews struck to-night, and that 
other workers will leave their places from day 
today. The companies do not seem to fear any- 
thing of the sort.

NC VESTED RIGHT IN LAKE SAND. 

Cuicaco, April 21.—Judge Tuley this 
morning decided the cases of E. W. Blatchford, 
Marianna Ogden, and others against the Chi- 
cago Dredge and Dock Company, John and 
Joseph Titley, and others, to prevent them from 
digging sand along the lake shore. he owners 
along the lake shore ciaimed that they had a 
vested right not only to the accretions to their 
property, but to the sand which would have 
formed accretions had it not been excavated and 
carried off. The Judge, in deciding the motion 
for an injunction, said the question of the right 
of a citizen to take sand from the bed 
of the lake had never been decided in Illinois, 
He would not pass on that quettion at present, 
but would refuse the motion on the ground 
that the complainants had no vested rights in ac- 
cretions until they were formed, nor any vested 
rizht in the forces of nature, such as the 
winds and waves, which might tend by 
their agency to produce accretions. 
The decision is one of great importance, 
as if it should be held that riparian property 
owners haa such rights to possible future accre- 
tions, it would cut off all digging of sand here, 
and Cause a rise in the price of sand for build- 
ing operations. Beds of sand lessen the force of 
the waves, and are, therefore, of great value to 
riparian property owners.

SUBSTANTIAL ENCOURAGEMENT AND 

FOR MRS. LANDGRAF. 

Proof that the boycott is not considered 
tolerable in this city was shown yesterday in the 
offers of assistance which came from many 
quarters to Mrs. Landgrat, the boycotted baker, 
of No. 157 Second-street. During the morning 
Mrs. Landgraf visited Police Headquarters, and 
was received kindly by Superintendent Murray, 
who assured her that the whole power 
of the law would be used in her be- 
half should it be found necessary. On 
the widow’s return to the bakery she found 
awaiting her a number of fashionable ladies, 
who satin the little room at the back of the 
shop and managed, through Mrs. Landgraf’s 
daughter, to conyey to the poor woman the as- 
surances of their material aidas soon as she 
could open her shop again. No sooner had these 
ladies disappeared than s messenger:from the 
Evening Post came in with a check for $20, 
and to this was added a little later $13 
in cash received at THe Times Office. 
Later in the afternoon a prominent member 
of the German Boss Bakers’ Association called 
and assured Mrs. Landgraf that the association 
had determined to take up her cause, and, acting 
upon his advice and that of a special com- 
mittee appointed by the association, who 
called in the evening, Mrs. Landgraf will 


this morning again start the fires under the 
ovens. She will have the aid of her three Ger- 
man bakers, who said last night, through a 
spokesman, that whether the union liked it or 
not, they were determined not to leave their 
employer in the lurch. In the evening the wid- 
ow’s happiness for the day was made complete 
by a visit from three of the up-town grocers 
who, prior to the boycott, were among her cus- 
tomers, and who have concluded to defy the 
Philistines. 

Mrs. Landgraf in reopening her bakery pro- 
poses to fight the boycotters as vigorously as the 
means supplied her will permit. Her German 
bakers are able to make the Bohemian bread, 
the sale of which formed her Pesce busi- 
ness. After calling upon uperintendent 
Murray yesterday she went to the Es- 
sex Market Police Court and complained 
that five members of the Bohemian Bakers’ 
Union—Franz Lemsek, Albert phad, Edward 
Kulbanek, Peter Budelopsky, and Frenk Huda 
—had entered her bakery on Thursday 
without her permission and had _ used 
threats and abusive language to her 
bakers and had caused them to leave her 
employ. She told the om ie the story of her 
troubles since that time, and how, through the 
action of the union, she was deprived of all her 
customers and her means of getting a living. 
Justice Gorman asked her to send for some one 
who would testify to having seen the men acting 
as Mrs. Landgraf said they had, and she waited 
until nearly 3 o’clock for her messenger to re- 
turn. She then was obliged to leave to attend a 
meeting of the Boss Bakers’ Union. 

In addition to the $13 already sent to Mrs. 
Landgraf, $5 was received by THr TrmEs last 
evening for her benefit, making a total of $18. 

Two tailors were ereeany, added to the 
list of indicted boycotters. he Grand Jur 
presented indictments against George Lenhardt 
and Matthew Murray. They were arrested on 
the 15th inst., and were accused of conspiracy 
ae Cavanagh, Sandford & Co., tailors, of 

o. 16 West Twenty-third-street. They were 
arraigned before Justice Duffy, who held each 
of them in $250 bail. Their bondsman was Fred- 
erick Werner, of No. 531 Fifth-street. Before 
Recorder Smyth they pleaded not guilty, and 
were admitted to bail. o more of the boycot- 
ting bakers who annoyed Mrs. Gray were ar- 
rested yesterday. Assistant District Attorney 
Nicoll said that one of the bakers would prob- 
ably soon be tried, and a test case would be 
made of him. Business at Mrs. Gray’s bakery 
bas resumed its normal course, and the police- 
man detailed to keep away the boycotters was 
yesterday withdrawn, there being no longer any 
need of his services. 

Four members of the Central Labor Union, 
which ordered the recent boycott on the con- 
cert hall kept by George Theiss, at No. 134 Hast 
Fourteenth-street, are just now in hot water in 
consequence. Albert Eschert, who was the 
leader of the orchestra there for three years pre- 
vious to March 28, went to the Essex Market 
Court yesterday morning and obtained warrants 
for the arrest on charges of conspiracy of Adam 
Schmidt, of No. 78 First-avenue, and three 
others, named Hans Holdorf, Herman Wendler, 
and John Mollenhauer, all members of the Carl 
Sahm Club, which is connected with the Centrai 
Labor Union. On March 6, Mr. Eschert says, 
the Boycotting Committee called at the ball, and 
demanded of the proprietor the discharge of 
Eschert and all his musicians on the ground that 
they were working for less than the union rate 
of wages. Mr. Theiss refused, and the Central 
Labor Union boycotted the place. For over 
three weeks ag were employed along Four- 
teenth-street and numbers of them in 
front of the place in_ distributing boy- 
—— bandbills. Mr. Theiss was finally 
obliged to give in, and on March 28 Mr. 
Eschert and the other men were discharged. 
Mr. Eschert’s wages were $50 a week. He is now 
out of employment. He charges that the men 
entered into a conspiracy to prevent him from 
exercising his lawful trade, 

Mr. Theiss made an affidavit corroborating 
these statements. Justice Gorman gave the 
warrants to Officer Weiss, with orders to bring 
the men into court at once, but the officer had 
great difficulty in finding them. After diligent 
search, however, Schmidt was found and taken 
to court. He was paroled for examination this 
morning, when he promised to bring the three 
other defendants to the Essex Market court. He 
said that his club had nothing to do fvith order- 
ing the boycott.

THE SENATE REFUSING TOREJEOT 
NOMINATIONS. 

ONLY 14 SENATORS VOTE WITH THE 
LEADER—GEN. LOGAN’S INCONSISTENCY 
MANY PENSION BILLS PASSED. 

WaAsHINGTON, April 21.—When the Sen- 
ate, by a majority of one, adopted Mr. EHd- 
munds’s resolution calling for the rejection of 
persons nominated to succeed suspended officers, 

Senator Van Wyck, who voted against it, pre- 

dicted that the Senators would not live upto 

the resolution when they got out of sight in the 
star chamber sessions. That he was a prophet 
has been shown more-than once since then, and 
to-day another proof was given of the inability 
of Mr. Edmunds to hold his party colleagues to 
the-course he induced them in open session to 

Pledge themselves to follow. When the public 

had been driven out of the chamber and 

the double doors carefully locked to-day the 

Senate took up the nomination of D. Frank 

Bradiey to be-Collector of Internal Revenue for 


the District of South Carolina, vice Ellery M. . 


Brayton, suspended. This nomination had been 
pending since December, and it was exactly 
such a case asthe Edmunds regolution was in- 
tended to cover. Mr. Edmunds told the Sena- 
tors so this afternoon, and he also told them 
about the charges against Bradley, to the effect 
that he was an active sympathizer with the 
South Carolina makers of crooked whisky and 
was the editor of a paper which was the 
recognized organ of the moonshiners. The 
Vermont Senator grew earnest and dictaterial 
in his opposition to Bradley, and he had 
with him his colleague, Mr. Morrill, who had 
not been in harmony with him in the cases of 
most of the Internal Revenue Collectors hither- 
to confirmed. Messrs. Ingalls, Conger, and 
Stanford:also-stood by the Vermont Senator, 
but they could not force a majority to follow 
them. Mr. Allison and others, whose Republic- 
anism is as unquestioned as that of Mr. 
Eamunds, declared that even if Bradley 
had been in sympathy with moonshiners 
the statistics showed that he had col- 
lected more revenue for the Government 
since he had been in office than his predecessor 
had in an equal length of time. Some of the 
Democratic Senators added that if Bradley was 
rejected the new nominee would probably no 
better fitted forthe place. When the vote was 
taken Mr. Edmunds could only command 14 
votes besides his own against the Collector. 
Thirty-seven Senators wereon the other side, 
and Bradley was confirmed. After the Senate 
had disposed of this case the nomination of 
Caleb W. West, of Kentucky, tosucceed Eli H. 
Murray as-Governor of Utan was confirmed. 


The Congresstonal Record of to-day contains 
evidence that Gen. John A. Logan, the Senate 
Finance Committee, and a majority of the Sen- 
ate regard the publication of anonymous at- 


tacks upon the characters of persons nominated 
for office by a Democratic Administration as the 
proper business tor them to be engaged in. 
Among the nominations confirmed on Friday 
was that of Samuel B. Cooper to be Collector 
of Internal Revenue for the First District of 
Texas, vice W. H. Sinclair, suspended. The 
Senate ordered the Finance Committee’s re- 
port in the case to be printed in the Record, 
and it appears to-day. Mr. Cooper the com- 
mittee reported to be a fit and proper person 
to discharge the duties of the office, and the 
recommended the confirmation. Attached to this 
report is a letter addressed to Gen. John A. 
Logan, dated at Galveston, and signed “ Your 
Comrade.” It accuses Cooper of being a poker 
player, of drinking too much, and of attempting 
to blackmail Galveston merchants into going on 
his bond. The letter appears to have been 
turned over tou the Finance Committee, and by 
that committee to the Senate, and by a majority 
vote of the Senate it has been spread upon the 
records. One of the points of Senator Logan's 
speech against the consideration of nominations 
in secret was the opportunity it gave Senators 
to traduce the character of persons named for 
offices.

Senator cailed for the reading of a bill, and the 
measures were disposed of at the rate of more 
than one a minute without one Senator in ten 
having the faintest idea of the merit or lack of 
merit of any of them. The result of the day’s 
work was the passage of 390 private pension 
bills, involving in tne aggregate the payment 
by the Government of a good many thousand 
daollarsa year. A large proportion of the bills 
had already been passed by the House of Repre- 
entatives.

Senator Morgan is in earnest in his efforts to 
prevent the final success of the persons who are 
interested in the notorious Weil and La Abra 
claims against the Mexican Government. Fol- 


lowing close upon the rejection yesterday of the 
treaty providing for the reopening of these two 
claims the Alabama Senator introduced to-day 
a bill directing the Attorney-General to bring 
suit in equity against Benjamin Weil or his 
— representatives or assigns to determine 
whether the award made to Weil or any 
portion of it was obtained by fraud, and to re- 
cover the money already paid by the United 
States on account of that award. The suit is to 
be brought in the name of the United States in 
the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, 
which court is given full jurisdiction for that 
—— During the pendency of the suit, the 

ecretary of State must make no payments on 
the Weilaward, and if the claim is declared 
fraudulent Mexico is to be released from further 
payments on its account, and the money 
already paid is to be returned to her, Mr. 
Morgan also put in an_ exactly similar 
bill covering the claim of the La Abra Silver 
Mining Company. The Senator proposes to 
secure a report upon them, if possible, in time 
to get the bills before the Senate at this session. 
He thinks, as others do, that certain Senators 
who voted against the treaty behind the locked 
doors of a secret session will hardly care to op- 
pose these bills in open session, and Mr. Morgan 
can expect to find a very industrious and not 
over-sensitive coterie of lobbyists at work 
against these bills as soon as they are taken up

STRIKE OF SUGAR REFINERS, 


TWENTY-FIVE HUNDRED MEN ORDERED OUT 
OF WILLIAMSBURG REFINERIES. 

The strike that has been expected for 
several days among the employes of the 
sugar refineries of Williamsburg, occurred 
at midnight last night, when the 
night gangs were to begin their work. 
The strike affects about 2,500 men, employed at 
the refineries of Havemeyers & Elder, Dick & 
Meyer, the Commercial Company, the 
Brooklyn Company, the Havemeyer Sugar 
Refining Company, and  Decastro and 
Donner. The demands of the men are that 10 
hours shall constitute a day’s work, and that 
the men now receiving $125 a day shall 
be paid $1 75; that those getting $1 60 shall re- 
ceive $1 90, and that foremen’s wages shall be 
advanced from $1 90 to $2 10a day. They want 
to be paid once in two weeks instead of once a 
month, and want double pay for overwork. 

Their demanas were presented to Havermeyers 
& Elder yesterday, but the firm declined to 
treat with the union, although willing to grant 
the advance in wages. The union committee 
withdrew, and ata meeting last night decided 
to order the men out. 

A great mob collected at Havemeyers & Elder's 
refinery on Wirst and South Fourth-street at 
midnight and traveled from that point to all the 
other refineries along the river front,ordering the 
men out. The police reserves of the Seventh 
and Fifth Precincts were ordered on duty at 1 
o’clock this morning, and there was no serious 
trouble among the strikers, all of whom were 
sober and reasonably qu iet. 





AN ENORMOUS GRAIN FLEET. 

Burrat1o, N. Y., April 21.—There is likely 
to be a big jam when the big grain fleet reaches 
this city. From Chicago alone there are 45 
steamships and 57 schooners bound for this 
port, not including some 10 or 12 line pro- 
pellers. The cargoes of this fleet aggregate 
6,089,000 bushels of grain. The Milwaukee 
fleet swells the number of grain-laden 


vessels bound from Lake Michigan hitherto 
to 119 and increases the amount of grain to 
nearly 6,000,000 bushels, Then there isa large 

uantity of wheat en route from [Detroit and 

oledo, to say nothing of several million bush- 
els that will move out of Duluth as soon as the 
up-fleet reaches there. The combined storage 
capacity of Buffalo elevators amounts to less 
than 6,000,000 bushels and there is already nearly 
2,000,000 bushels in store here. Consequently 
it looks ag if grain vessels were likely to suffer 
considerable delay in discharging their cargoes, 
and particularly since the blockade at the 
straits has made it possible for almost the entire 
fleet to arrive at this port in abody. The eleva- 
tor managers are doing a in their pow- 
er in order to give the fleet promp dispatch, but 
witb every bushei on available storage capacity, 
including about 800,000 bushels of room in un- 
chartered canal boats, there would still be a 
large amount of grain that could not be pro- 
vided for on arrival. Itis not unlikely that a

LAKE SHORE STILL TIED UP, 
es. 
SPECIAL EFFORTS TO BE MADE tO MOVE 
FREIGHT TO-DAY. 

Crrcaco, April 21.—The Lake Shore Rail- 
road willtry to put in operation again to-morrow 
morning the Chicago end of its freight depart- 
ment, which has been idie since last Saturday. 
To do this the company has invoked 
the aid of Cook County and Pinker- 
ton’s detective agency. Sheriff Hanchette 
to-night swore in 100 special deputies, who, with 
200 regular deputies, will assemble at the 
Sheriff's office at 9 o’clock to-morrow morning. 
At the same time a force of Pinkerton’s men, 


half as large, will meet at Pinkerton’s office. 
The officers will then proceed to the Lake 
Shore yards, and under their protection freight 
trains will be started out and broughtin. ‘There 
are now e Shore cars, the ma- 
jority of which are bound for uicege.

goods which are, in a measure, under the pro- 
tection of the United States Government. The 
strikers who have spent the day at the yards 
have had nothing to do, because the Lake Shore 
Company has made no effort to run out or bring 
in trains. . 

Early in the day a representative of N. K. 
Pairbanks & Co., the canners, called on Chair- 
man Stahl and asked that permission be given to 
movea numberof Merchants’ Dispatch cars load- 
ed with dressed beef. Chairman Stahl grimly said 
that if the cars could be moved by the Baltimore 
and Ohio'or-the Grand Trunk Railroads, whicn 
were outside the pool on dressed beef business, 
permission would be given, but no roads pooling 
with the Lake Shore Road should touch the cars, 
The attempt to move the cars was given up. 

The Lake Shore Railroad has 80 cars of coke 
on the switch at South Chicago ready for de- 
livery to the rolling mills there. Tuesday the 
rolling mill company sent out an_ engine 
to haul the coke-laden cars into the mill 
yards, that being the customary method 
of dellvery. The strikers ob ected, and so a con- 
ference to-day was agreed upon. Delegates 
from the switchmen and Superintendent Parkes, 
of the rolling mill, met this morning. The 
delegates saia they had no. quarrel’ with 
the rolling mills company nor any desire to in- 
convenience it in the least, and that the delivery 
of the coke was a matter entirely between the 
company and the railroad. The railroad had 
not yet tormaily delivered the train of 
coke and gould not become responsible for 
4 strike, if its employes prevented the fulfill- 
ment of its contracts. Mr. Parkes thought 
it pretty hard that if the strikers did 
not want to inconvenience the _ rolling 
mills company they should object to it 
hauling in its own train of coke with its own 
engine. The delegates, however, were firm 
against delivery, and the conference, unable to 
agree on the main question, agreed to adjourn 
for 24 hours. The rolling mills company, Mr. 
Parkes acknowledged, is not in what can be 
termed extreme need for coke at its South 
Chicago mills, 

About 50 railroad employes from Buffalo, Erie, 
Cleveland, Toledo, and other points are now 
quartered in the city, having come here in re- 
sponse to the Lake Shore's advertisement for 
switchmen. Some of these men have been 
in the employ of the Lake Shore at 
the points named. Most of them say 
they came here under @ misapprehension of the 
situation. They say they were told that they 
were wanted to take the places of men who 
ad quit voluntarily and gone to 8t. Louis and 

ansas City and that they were promised 
z a day and board and pay days twice a week. 

he “ persuasion’’ committee of the strikers set 
to work upon these men as soon as they arrived 
here, and, according to the committee, nearly, 
every one of the imported railroaders rromised 
to refuse to go to work in the place of the 
strikers, Those who were penniless were sup- 
Plied with money and food and will return 
home. This is the strikers’ side of the 
story. The Division Superintendent of the 
Lake Shore says that the company has 100 men 
here who will go to work to-morrow morning if 
they are properly protected. There have 
been a good many conferences to-day 
between the railroad officials. Gov. Oglesby 
and Sheriff Hanchette and the representative 
committee of the strikersand the Sheriff have 
also had some talks. Members of the committee 
called on the Sheriff and asked him, in effect, 
how far he proposed to let them go before 
he would interfere. The Sheriff told them 
what the law was, that he should enforce it, and 
that he would do his best to see that the rail- 
road company ran its trains to-morrow if it 
wanted to. Thisinformation is the outcome of 
the conferences held to-day. 

It is understood that the programme for to- 
morrow morning is as follows: The Lake 
Shore Company will start out locomo- 
tives and roceed exactly as if no 
strike was in progress. If its efforts to 
resume business are interfered with by the 
strikers, Sheriff Hanchette will then be form- 
ally asked for protection and this he 
will endeavor to furnish with the 
aid of the Pinkerton men. A loophole of 
escape from the impending trouble is the pos- 
sible retirement of the eight objectionable men 
whom the striking switchmen demand shall 
be removed. Strong pressure is being 
brought to bear upon these men to 
induce them to resign. Business men whose 
nterests are suffering by the pregent strike 
ave offered the eight men positions in their 
establishments, and it is reported that some 
of the men have consented to make the 
change, Should they do so the strike would 
probably end as suddenly as did that of the Ral- 
timore and Ohio switchmen, where the cause and 
the remedy were the same. 





RECALLING THEIR WAR DAYS. 


DINNER OF THE VETERANS OF 
SEVENTY-FIRST REGIMENT. 

The members of the Veteran Association 
of the Seventy-first Regiment: celebrated the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of their departure for 
the seat of war by a dinner at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick last night. The honored guests of the 
evening were ex-Minister to France Levi P. 
Morton, Major-Gen. Schofield, Aigernon §, Sulli- 
van, Col. A. G. Dickerson, of Gen. Magruder’s 
staff; Adolph L. Sanger, ex-President of thie 


Board ot Aldermen; Col. E. A. McA!Ipin, of the 
Seventy-first Regiment; Col. Joyce, of Washing- 
ton, and the Colonels of the Veteran Associa- 
tions of the Seventh, Thirteenth, Twenty-sec- 
ond, and Twenty-third Regiments, and of the 
Old Guard. Col, Charles F. Homer, or the 
Seventy-first Veterans, presided, and, assisted 
by uieut.-Col. E. H. Conklin and Major D. W. C. 
Ward, did the honors of theevenine. The menu 
was an elaborate one, and full justice was done 
to the appetizing dishes and the inspiriting 
wines that were served. 

It was late when the toasts were reached. Mr. 
Algernon S. Sullivan was calied upon to respond 
to “The Day We Celebrate.” He did so most 
bappily. Beginning with the firing on Fort 
Sumpter he showed how within a week there- 
after the Seventy-first Regiment bravely re- 
sponded to the first call of President Lincoln for 
troops. When their term of enlistment had ex- 
pired the veterans promptly extended the term 
and again marched to the battlefield. When the 
regiment returned to New-York more than one- 
half of them again enlisted as officersor pri- 
vates, ‘*the survivors to continue in the ranks 
until the surrender at Appomattox.” 

Mr. Sullivan traced the progress of the 
war, and gk age noted the deeds 
of valor o the officers and privates of 
the Seventy-first Regiment in the contest. 
He feelingly alluded to the assassination of 
President Lincoln, and to the death of “those 
heroes of the Republic,” Gen. Grant, Gen. Han- 
cock, and Gen. Robert Anderson, who com- 
manded Fort Sumpter. In conclusion he said: 
“Mr. President, Col. Homer, such organiza- 
tions as the Seventy-first Regiment should 
never be allowed to disband as long 
as New-York is a State. Its history has 
become a part of the State; it is a school of edu- 
cation, not only in military skill, but in the 
highest of civil virtues. Let it goon from gen- 
eration to generation, recruiting the youth of 
our beloved State and training them all, by ex- 
ample, by history, and sacred treasured mem- 
ories, so that the sons, as they rise up in their 
places and call their fathers blessed, shall exem- 

lify in themselves how the example of the 
‘athers has imbued them with patriotism and 
that self-subjugation to law which is the indis- 
pensable condition of the preservation of our 
liberties,

ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT OF THE 
GRAND ARMY IN NEW-YORK. 
PRELIMINARY PROCEEDINGS IN THE ACAD- 
EMY OF MUSIC—AN ACTIVE CANVASS 

OVER THE OFFICE OF COMMANDER, 


There is no more youthful heart the 
orld over than the loyal organ that beats be- 
meath the badge of the veteran of the Grand 
Army of the Republic as he essays to march be- 
hind a rattling drum corps on the occasion of an 
annual encampment, And the youthful hearts 
of the Grand Army men added several beats to 
their normal pace about 10:30 o’clock yesterday, 
morning, when Broadway in front of the Metro- 
politan Hotel wes blue with veteran uniforms. 
There were bristling regiments, glittering 
bands, and escorting posts without number 
gathered to conduct the 1,500 delegates to 
the twentieth annual encampment of the State 
Department, at. the Academy ofMusic, At 11:15 
o’clock the hne of 8,000 started on its short 
march, under command ot Gen. M, T. McMahon. 
The mounted Second Battery led the march, and 
was followed by Gilmore’s Twenty-second Regi- 
ment Band. Then came the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment; next the Eleventh Regiment, marching 
in company front, and finally the long column 
of veterans, with their drum corps. On their 
breasts the men wore ribnons, inscribed with 
the name of their candidate for Department 
Oommander, and John W. Jacobus, whose head- 
quarters were at the Morton House, was sure he 
counted his name most frequently in the passing 
fours. 

’ The soldiers and veterans finally halted in 
firving-piace and entered the Academy of Music, 
‘while Gilmore’s Band played @ potpourri of 
mational airs. ‘The men filled the lower part of 
the house and the visitors crowded the gal- 
— On the stage were Gen. H. A. Barnum, 
‘Department Commander H, Clay Halland staff, 
Gen. H. W. Slocum, Col. Hopper, Gen. James 8. 
‘Fraser, Major W. F, Brown, Major P. M. Haver- 
‘ty, Gen. Robinson, and R. M. Walters. Chaplain 
‘EB. L. Allen opened the encampment with prayer, 
‘and Assistant Adjt.-Gen. O. P. Clark was mas- 
ter of ceremonies. Inthe enforced absence of 
Mayor Grace, President Nooney, of the Board of 
Aldermen, presided. The “ representatives of 
88,000 soldiers” and sailors of this State were in- 
‘troduced to him,and he replied with a hearty wel- 
come from the city. Department Commander 
‘RB. Clay Hall, in his speech, alluded to the de- 
parture of “that grand old regiment, the Sev- 
enth,” 25 yearsago. The applause that followed 
set the flags and the bunting that decorated the 
Academy waving. Allusions to Gen. Grant, 
Gen. Hancock, and Gen. McClellan, who have 
gied since the last encampment, were the 

ignals for tremendous bursts of enthusiasm. 
The speaker declared that “there is no organiza- 
tion in the country that gives more in charity, 
and no stain of treason rests on a man in our 
ranks.” 

Ex-Department Commander James Tanner 
tmade a speech, showing that the Grand Army in 
‘the State has increased from 146 to 696 posts since 
the national encampment evas last held in New- 
York, ll yearsago. Mrs. Harriet Webb then re- 
cited ** The Pride of Battery B,”. and for an en- 
core, * The Veteran of 1812." Letters of regret 
were read from Commander-in-Chief 8. 8. Bur- 
dett, Gen. Logan, A. S. Tobin, of Pennsylvania, 
and Co). F. D. Grant. Comrade Loring, of Bos- 
ton, then made an address on his pet project, 
that a law must be passed which will make 
every soldier’s honorable discharge his pension 
certificate. He said that monuments might 
'be raised to dead commanders, but that on them 
4t should be written that half a million soldiers 
are in need of help. In the Department of Mas- 
sachusetts, he said, with 10,000 members, $38,000 
had been given in charity during the past year. 
Corp. James Tanner then rose to say that ** the 
publication in a city weekly aye poo A Uncle 
Sam bound hand and foot, his blood sucked by 
vampires, one of which was labeled * United 
States Pensioners’, 1s a disgrace to civilization.” 
Loud cries of ** Puck! Puck!" were drowned in 
a chorus of hisses, 

At3 o’clock the delegates met in Tammany 
Hail to hear reports of various committees and 
to act on various laws that have been prepared 
for the Legislature. The afternoon was con- 
pumed before the election of officers was in or- 
ger, and there was no little electioneering last 
night. The chief interest centred in_the office 
ot Department Commander, and Joseph I. 
Bayles, of Rome; Gen. N. Ww. Day,and Major 
Treadwe!l, in addition to Mr. Jacobus, have the 
most active and enthusiastic workers. Gen. 
Hedges, Gen. Merritt. Col. H. C. Perley, Gen. M. 
T. McMahon, and Corp. James Tanner aro 
all interested in the result of the election, and 
there is a great deal of canvassing in view of the 
national encampment. Delegates from the 
western part of the State held a caucus yester- 
day afternoon and all decided to support 
Charles A. Orr, of Chapin Post, No. 2, of Buffa- 
lo, for the office of Senior Vice-Commander. Mr, 
Orr is the present County Clerk of Erie County 
and is an ex-Assemblyman. 

In the evening 500 of the delegates went to see 
Harrigan'’s “Leather Patch,” and 300 more to 
see * The Black Crook” at Niblo’s, Later there 
were camp fires at various places. Koltes Post, 
No. 82, bad the biggest entertainment at the 
Germania Assembly Rooms, at No. 291 Bowery. 
Coroner Levy was in charge of the camp fire of 
Steinwebr Post, No. 192, at Beethoven Hall, 
where L. O. Morris Post, No. 121, of Albany, 
were guests. McQuade Post, in Spring-street; 
Riker Post, No. 62, at No. 178 Orcharda-street, 
and John A. Andrew Post, No. 234, at No. 208 
Bieecker-street, threw open their hospitable 
doors. The encampment wil continue for two 
days longer. 

Mr. Martine was seemingly very much dis- 
gusted with the result of the trial, and said that 
he saw no reason why Gen. Shaler should not 
be tried for the third time.

FINED FOR SPANKING A BIG SCHOLAR. 

Commissioner Devoe offered a resolution 
at the meeting of the Board of Education yes- 
terday, requesting the Governor not to sign the 
bill establishing a new evening high school, 
because no application for such a school 


had been made to the board, and there 
was no need of the school. The reso- 
lution was carried. Jedediah L. Truman 
and Samuel A. Brown were appointed School 
Trustees for the Second Ward, to fill vacancies. 
The Committee on Teachers presented a report 
recommending that a fine of 10 days’ pay be in- 
flicted on Roswell B. Burchard, a teacher in 
Grammar School No. 26, for inflicting corporal 
punishment on a pupil. Commissioner Seligman 
wanted him fined 30 days’ pay, and Commissioner 
Cole wanted areprimand added. Commissioner 
Crawford explained that there were strongly ex- 
tenuatine circumstances.

THE JURY DISAGREE AGAIN,

EIGHT FOR-GEN. SHALER’S ACQUITTAL AND 
FOUR FOR CONVICTION, 

For the second time the attempt to con- 
vict Gen. Alexander Shaler of accepting bribes 
in connection with the selection of a site for the 
Eighth Regiment Armory has failed. At 12:50 
yesterday afternoon the jury, who had been 
locked up considering the testimony in the case 
since 6:45 on the previous evening, filed into the 
court room, After the usual formalities had 
been gone through with, tbe foreman, Robert 
Busch, a grocer at No. 775 Second-avenue, re- 
ported that the jury were unable to agree. 
Judge Barrett then discharged them from fur- 
ther attendance, being satisfied, he said, from 


the nature of the queries which had been sent 
to him that a further continement could result 
in no agreement. While regretting their in- 
ability to reach a verdict he said he felt confi- 
dent from the nature of the communications 
sent him that every effort had been made to 
reach a decision, and therefore he thanked them 
for their services and discharged them. 

When the jury first went to their room and 
took a ballot the vote stood seven for acquittal 
and five for conviction. After some discussion 
Foreman Busch, one of the five who voted to 
convict, decided to vote to acquit, and there- 
after until the final ballot the vote stood eight 
for acquittal and four for conviction. The 
qrrenen who held out for conviction. were 

homas N. Morgan, a broker at No. 7 Cotton 
Exchange; John Goodman, brushes, No. 57 Ful- 
ton-street; Morris Sickles, dress trimmings, No. 
29 Mercer-street, and Cesar J. Kaskel, gentle- 
men’s furnishing goods, No. 20 West Twenty- 
third-street. The ground on which the eight 
voted to acquit was the unreliability of the tes- 
timony of Monmouth B. Wilson, because he ac- 
knowledged himself guilty of perjury. The 
four, however, held that the testimony was cor- 
roborated by that of others, and held that Wil- 
son would not have taken up Gen. Shaler’s mort- 
gage unless there had been s0me corrupt under- 
standing between them. 

Dion Boucicau!t, chaperoned by ex-Judge A. J. 
Dittenhoefer, was one of the most conspicious fiz- 
ures in the court room, while the crowd waited 
for a verdict. He was particularly attracted to 
the grotesque appearance of John Graham, of 
the counsel for the defense, who affects the ex- 
treme in dress,and evidently studied him for 
theatrical purposes. suaoe John R. Brady oc~- 
cupied a seat on the bench with Judge Barrett; 
and Col, George Bliss, formerly of Gen. Shaler’s 
counsel and Col. Charles 8. Spencer were inter- 
ested spectators. Gen. Shaler was accompanied 
by his usual number or friends, who on hearing 
the way in which the jury stood congratulated 
him most heartily upon the better outlook for 
him than at the previous trial, when the jury 
stood 10to 2 against him. 

Judge Barrett ordered the bail bond renewed, 
and Mr. Gustave Schwab again gave the requis- 
ite bonds for the General’s appearance for trial 
again when wanted. 





LIEUT. HENN WILL RACE,

HE INTENDS TO BRING THE GALATEA OVER 
TO CONTEST FOR THE AMERICA’S CUP. 
The New-York Yacht Club has finally 

heard from Lieut. W. Henn, of the Royal Navy, 

owner of the British cutter Galatea. Lieut. 

Henn practically promises to bring his craft 

across the Atlantic to race for the America cup. 

Through J. Beaver Webb, his friend, Lieut. 

Henn sets forth at length his purposes, Having 


considered the letter addressed him by the New- 
York yachtsmen some weeks ago the Lieutenant 
accepts, almost- without exception of conse- 

uence, all the provisiona suggested by the 

mericans. Upon one or two points, however. 
he raises questions and enters claims for consid- 
eration. Inno matter, however, are the differ- 
ences raised likely to beserious. In fact, it is 
said to be suggested by Lieut. Henn that in case 
any of his suggestions of changes from last 
year’s rules are not recognized as fair and feasi- 
ble, he would be glad to join with the New- 
Yorkers in the choice of some gentleman whose 
province it shall be to act as arbitrator and set- 
tle any differences arising, his decision to be 
recognized as binding by both sides, 

Lieut. Henn’s letter will be considered at a 
meeting of the New-York Club’s America Cup 
Committee, to be held this afternoon. Thecom- 
mittee consists of Commodore Gerry, ex-Com- 
modore Smith, Vice-Commodore Haight, Rear- 
Commodore Barron, Secretary Wiiliam Krebs, 
G. L. Haight, Jobn 8. Dickerson,:and Phil Schuy- 


er. 

Lieut. Henn’s suggestions are likely to re- 
ceive very generous consideration, and his sug- 
gestion as to arbitration of any differences will 
hardly be opposed with strenuousness. It is re- 
garding time allowance that Lieut. Henn raises 

is chief exception to a favorable acceptance of 
the New-York Yacht Club’s recent official let- 
ter. He desires that the time allowance shall be 
computed according to English sailing rules in- 
steadtof the New-York Yacht Club rules, as 
was the case last year. English rules favor cut- 
ters materially. In last season’s race between 
the Genesta and Puritan the British craft was 
given an allowance of about 81 seconds. Ac- 
cording to the rules which Lieut. Henn now 
asks recognized the time allowance would be 
raised for him to 144 minutes, 

Of the races contemplated it is considered cer- 
tain that one will take place at Newport.

SURVEYOR. BEATTIR’S SCHEME FOR PARTY 
PATRONAGE. 

Surveyor Beattic has forwarded to the 
“reasury Department in Weshington a recom- 
mendation for the employment of assistant 
weichers hereafter onthe basisof paying for 
their services at the rate of 40 cents per hour of 
time actually engaged, instead of $4 per day, 
the present wages. There are 65 aasistant 
weighers attached to the Oustoms Service ef 
this port now, and the full complement is 80. 
Each weigher has under him from:4 to 10 
laborers. Mr. Beattie urges this change in the 
system on the ground of economy, claiming 
that it will place assistant weighers on actual 
time, so that they will receive no pay when idle, 

The men themselves now in the service claim 
that the reali object of the proposed change is to 
enable Mr, Beattie to give the Offices to his 
friends, by an evasion of the civil service law, 
as the moment the weighers cease to draw a reg- 
ular salary they will be rated simply as iaborers 
and will not be required to pass an examination. 
As a matter of fact, they say, the proposed sys- 
tem is notin the interest of economy, but the 
reverse. It has been tried before and failed for 
the simple reason that the weighers were bound 
to make as many hours as possible for them- 
selves and their laborers, Now, feeling that his 
position is secure ard his salary certain, the 
average assistant weigher endeavors to complete 
his work in a reasonable time. Under the pro- 
posed system also weighers will feel that their 

ositions are secure only so long as their polit- 
cal friends are in power and wili naturally be 
more approachable to bribery than when re- 
ceiving a stated salary, which assures them of 
safety in the service so long as they attend con- 
ecientiously to their duties.

Boiler Inspector Powers, of Brooklyn, 
complained to Police Justice Walsh yesterday 
that many lives were in danger in the corset fac- 
tory of O. Lublin & Co., at No. 42 Tiffany-place, 
because of the fact that a boy about 14 yearsold 
was in charge of the boilers inthe building. In- 
spector O’Donnell told the Justice that he vis- 
ited the factory, in which over 100 people are 
employed, and found the boy in charge of the 
engine room. William Ray, who is the licensed 
engineer, was at work on the top floor as a ma- 
chinist, and said that he knew nothing about 
the boilers or engines, as he was kept constantly 
employed up stairs. A warrant was issued for 
the arrest of J. B. Malone, Superintendent of the 
factory. He said the boy was tending the boilers 
because the engineer employed in the firm’s 
other factory near by was discharged, and inti- 
mated that the charges were made because that 
man was discharged. The hearing in the matter 
was postponed. Several Knights of Labor were 
the original complainants. 





ATTEMPT TO ROB A CHINAMAN. 

Leon Lee, a Chinaman, who keeps a 
laundry at No. 161 West Fourth-street,bad closed 
his place at 11 o'clock on Tuesday night, when 
four young men rapped for admittance. Lee 
went to the door, and one of the men showed 
him a laundry ticket andsaid he wanted his 
clothes. The party entered, but Lee found that 
the ticket did not represent goods left at his 
laundry. One ofthe men threw over a lamp, 
and it fell onthe Chinaman’s lap.
